AGRICULTURE AND IMMIGRATION 


AGRICULTURAL PROGRESS. 


One cannot review agricultural conditions in Manitoba 
during the past year without recognizing that substantial pro- 
gress has taken place, notwithstanding the scarcity of farm help 
(due to enlistment), and the outbreak of rust in the wheat crop. 
The citizens of Manitoba, urban as well as rural, show marked 
signs of growing sympathy with the farmer’s efforts to increase 
the production of the necessaries of life. The utter dependence 
of every industry upon agriculture for its support is being 
better understood each year. This growing sympathy between 
producer and consumer is one of the brightest signs in connec- 
tion with the improvement of farm life in particular, and rural 
life in general. Financial institutions view the farmers’ busi- 
ness with more favor than heretofore, and the halt in real estate 
speculation has doubtless had its influence in bringing about this 
desirable change. Heretofore, a lack of working capital has 
been one of the greatest hindrances to the development of the 
farming industry. The outlook for the future, in this respect, is 
decidedly brighter. 


HOPEFUL SIGNS. 


The large attendance at the short course schools in agricul- 
ture, held in January, February and March, also at intervals 
during the fall months; the unprecedented demand for agricul- 
tural instruction from platform, press, and in bulletin form; the 
serious consideration given to the discussion of matters pertain- 
ing to the improvement of farm conditions discussed at farmers’ 
conventions and meetings of live stock associations—these are 
all indicators of the trend of public opinion and promise an 
u:timately better rural life. 


Farmers’ co-operative associations have embarked upon 
business enterprises, and have been able to study at close range 
the workings of business concerns. On the other hand, many 
business men who have accumulated wealth have become en- 
gaged in farming, and are receiving an insight into conditions as 
they really exist on the farm. This interchange of experience 
all tends to bring the producer and consumer together, and to 
effect a better understanding of each other’s difficulties. 


GENERAL SITUATION. 


The opening of the spring season presented a somewhat 
gloomy outlook. The severe winter, with an exceptionally heavy 
snow-fall, made the farmer long for the commencement of spring 
work on his land. The unusual amount of water in the southern 
area of the Province made progress difficult, and in some cases 
well-nigh impossible until late in April or early in May. Condi- 
tions were somewhat more favorable in the north and north- 
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western portion of the Province, and seeding is reported to have 
commenced April 20th. Spring was dull and cool, wheat seed- 
ing was not completed until May 16th, with many continuing, to 
their subsequent sorrow, as late as May 24th. 

Coincident with a late, cool spring, and very little land 
ready for crop from the operation of the previous fall, a 
shortage of farm help manifested itself. The farmer and his 
wife had foreseen these difficulties, and faced the labor prob- 
lem by turning in and doing their own work. In many cases a 
farmer who had retired from the strenuous activities of the field 
could be seen back on the land cheerfully replacing his son, who 
had perhaps made the supreme sacrifice for his home and coun- 
try. Wherever and whenever possible, the women of our Pro- 
vince have taken men’s places in carrying on farm work, and, 
if given the opportunity, will doubtless do so to a still greater 
extent during the coming year. 


CEREALS. 


Early in the season every possible effort was made to 
emphasize the importance of good seed and a good seed bed. A 
timely warning was also given regarding the late seeding of 
wheat, a warning which later experience amply justified. While 
the yield, due to rust and hot winds, was disappointing, the 
enhanced price received for grain, even of inferior grade, ren- 
dered the year’s labors profitable, and many farmers who have 
kept accurate records of returns over a period of years, report 
the profits made in farming during the past season above the 
average results obtained during their former experience. 
Whether or not this represents the general condition throughout 
the Provinee, it is at least true that, viewing the seasons of 1915 
and 1916 together, the returns show them to be the most suc- 
cessful agricultural seasons on record. Nature was generous, 
even as things were, in some sections of the Province that here- 
tofore had been less fortunate, and the northern section fared 
unusually well. 

Farmers show a disposition to increase the area in rye each 
year, and find it an invaluable crop to combat weeds, par- 
ticularly the wild oat. In 1915, returns showed 16,699 
acres in rye, which was largely grown in the southern section of 
the Province, whereas, returns the past season indicate that 
over 32,000 acres were harvested with an increased yield per 
acre, and indicating that rye is fast finding a place in the crop 
rotations in other sections of the Province. 


FODDER CROPS. 


The humid weather conditions, while disastrous to wheat, 
were no detriment to the fodder crops grown throughout the 
Province. Fodder corn surpassed the expectations of its warm- 
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est admirers as a fodder crop. The vield per acre was far in 
excess of that of any previous year on record. Stalks of corn 
were brought to the office of the Department measuring 11 feet,

and reports indicate that such 
growth was not confined to isolated 
localities. While there was _ less 
ground planted to corn than in 1915, 
the reasons for this are the lateness 
of spring, lack of farm help and 
possibly the poor results obtained 
during the previous year in corn 
growing. 

The summer of 1916 will be re- 
membered as a banner season by 
those who had red clover and 
alfalfa on their farms. Field after 
field visited strengthened the belief 
that these valuable forage crops 
can be successfully and profitably 
grown in Manitoba. Of the eulti- 
vated grasses, timothy, western rye 
and awnless brome are the most 
widely grown, and have shown a 
marked improvement in yields over 
former years. 


ROOTS AND POTATOES, 


The potato crop of the Province 
is steadily on the increase. Mani- 
toba in 1909 had a total acreage of 
28,265, whereas 1915 harvested 
67,5345 acres. It is estimated this 
season that over 9,000,000 bushels 
of potatoes were harvested, and 
several carloads were exported to 
the United States and Ontario, 
where a ready market awaited them. 
While diseases affecting this crop 


are somewhat on the increase im some localities, and too much 
care cannot be exercised in the selection of sound tubers for seed 
purposes, it is gratifying to know that Manitoba is as yet posi- 
tively free from ‘‘powdery seab.’’ Root crops consist mainly 
of turnips and mangolds, which yielded heavily, and with the 
advent of more feeding of live stock this crop will increase in 


importance to the farmer. 
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GARDEN PRODUCE, 


Market gardeners in the vicinity of Winnipeg report a suc- 
cessful year. Those who were privileged to be present at our 
fall fairs will agree that the vegetable classes were a revelation, 
even to Manitobans, who are accustomed to seeing vegetables of 
high grade. The present high cost of living, and the number 
of vacant lots in our cities, are two very strong reasons why 
more citizens should engage in gardening. Apart from the 
pleasure and satisfaction provided by growing one’s own vege- 
tables, there accrues.a very great saving in one’s household 
expenses. 


LIVE STOCK. 


It is becoming pretty generally recognized that live stock 
on the farm is absolutely essential to a permanent agriculture. 
This industry has suffered from several handicaps, of which, 
possibly, lack of capital, scarcity of farm help and the extremely 
high price of grain are the more outstanding. In point of num- 
bers the hog industry has suffered more from the high price of 
grain than any other branch of live stock raising. 


Horses are slightly on the increase, and several carloads 
were shipped to the other Western Provinces during the past 
year. There is a marked increase in the number of registered 
sires that stood for public service this past season, as compared 
with the figures of former years. 


Cattle were never so popular on our farms, and the high 
prices prevailing during the past season have been the means of 
inducing many more farmers to go in for eattle raising. There 
has been an unusual demand for stockers and feeders, and over 
10,000 of this class of cattle returned to Manitoba farms from 
the Union Stock Yards this year. Apart from the fact that the 
steers will return to be marketed in a more finished condition, 
and produce much larger revenue, the still more important fea- 
ture of this return of stockers and feeders to the farms is that 
fully 80% of them were females, many of which will be retained 
as foundation stock for breeding herds. Farmers are realizing 
that if there is money in stock feeding for the Eastern farmer, 
there must be money in it for the Western farmer, with his 
added facilities, cheaper land and cheaper feed. 


Sheep are very much more popular than they were a few 
years ago. ‘The weed problem, labor problem, high price of wool 
and mutton, increased number of farms with adequate fences, and 
smallness of initial outlay, are all arguments in favor of sheep 
on the farm. Sheep can rightly be designated the ‘‘Golden 
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Hoof,’’ and should have far greater consideration as mixed 
farming progresses in Manitoba. 


The conditions of 1913-14 worked havoe with the hog rais- 
ing industry. Manitoba has fewer hogs to-day than has been 
the case for many years. The high price of grain and lack of 
public confidence in our present abattoir system are the main 
reasons why hogs are not found in greater numbers on the aver- 
age farm. A few hogs are almost necessary on every farm, as 
there is always a certain amount of feed which can be turned 
into a marketable article only through hogs. The present price 
of hogs is a record one, and indications are that it will continue 
to rise. 


DATRYING. 


In 1912, Manitoba imported butter for home consumption; 
whereas, in 1916, over sixty carloads were exported. This aptly 
illustraces the development in the dairy industry. As indicated 
through the figures in the report of the Dairy Branch, prices, 
quality and quantity produced throughout the year are all very 
encouraging. A matter worthy of special mention is, that Mani- 
toba can boast of a dairy cow having a record of production of 
over 20,150 pounds of milk, testing 3.4 per cent butter fat. This 
cow is the first that we know of to establish such a record in 
Western Canada. While winter dairying is on the increase, it 
is not as popular as the financial returns from this phase would 
warrant. 


POULTRY KEEPING. 


Ontario and Prince Edward Island are the only Provinces 
in Canada which supply the needs of their home poultry market, 
and do an export trade as well. While Manitoba offers ideal 
facilities for poultry raising, and while prevailing prices war- 
ranted an expansion of this important industry, market facilities 
in the past have been somewhat unsatisfactory, and hence there 
has been no increase in poultry production. The price of grain 
is high, but when we realize that dressed poultry values have 
increased so greatly, there should be a reasonable profit in 
poultry raising even at the enhanced prices of grain. 


Egg production is on the increase, and Winnipeg exported 
some shipments of eggs to Great Britain during the past year. 
With the adoption of better marketing methods, the placing of 
an improved article on the market, thereby creating a keener 
demand, there is little doubt that the poultry industry will reach 
greater proportions in the next few years. Generally speaking, 
the farmer is willing to produce what pays hest. 
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HONEY. 

Manitoba’s honey production stands as a record in the his- 

tory of the Province. Last summer was ideal for bees. The 

report submitted on this increasingly important branch of agri- 

culture is full of well-founded optimism, and it is no longer 
necessary to fear the wintering problem. 


AGRICULTURAL PUBLICATIONS. 


The transformation of this branch into one devoted exelu- 
sively to agricultural publications has been effected during the 
past year. The change has been a satisfactory one.  Pre- 
viously, professors at the Agricultural College have not only 
written their bulletins, but have largely or entirely assumed the 
work of supervising their publication. The commitment to a 
special office of the technical work of editing and publishing 
this literature has effected an economy of the time of the authors 
and provided for a more seasonable, energetic and systematic 
distribution of the literature. The issuing, during the summer 
and fall, of a fortnightly news bulletin on agricultural condi- 
tions and other matters of import to the farmer and business 
man, has met with hearty approval from the farmer, the busi- 
ness man and the press. It is anticipated that this branch will 
expand. 

IMMIGRATION AND COLONIZATION. 

The work of coloniation and immigration has been rey- 
olutionized during the past year, which is a pleasing tribute to 
those in charge of the branch. The fund of information always 
available, and the literature published for distribution abroad 
must tend to furnish intending settlers with a fuller knowledge 
of Manitoba conditions. Every possible effort is being put forth 
to procure help for the farmers. It is anticipated that at the 
close of the war this line of work will be of inestimable value to 
the prospective settler, as well as to the citizens of Manitoba. 

AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 

This is one of the most difficult lines of work to execute 
satisfactorily. While the system of gathering agricultural 
statistics in Manitoba is simiktr to that in vogue in the other 
Provinces of Canada, and while the work is conducted with all 
possible care, one cannot but feel the uncertainty of the results. 
A great improvement has taken place during the last year, as a 
comparison of the records will indicate, and it is expected that 
this branch of the service will be improved. 


THE WEED PROBLEM. 
This is undoubtedly the most difficult agricultural problem 


of Manitoba. Although the weed inspector should be weleomed 
as the farmer’s best friend, such is not always the ease. A close 


! 
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study of the present policy, together with a better understanding 
of the methods pursued, cannot but convince one that every 
possible effort is being made to aid the farmer who is trying to 
keep down his weeds, and to bring to time the farmer who has 
no respect for his neighbour’s rights, and little regard for his 
own welfare. As time goes on and the records kept by the Weeds 
Commission become more complete, the fund of information 
available from such a compilation will not only be indispensable 
to the Department and its officials, but also invaluable to the 
incoming settler. 
GAME BRANCH. 


This branch has greatly increased its activities during the 
past year. The enlarging of the Province has greatly added to 
the supply of game, and few of our citizens appreciate the value 
of the asset which our game animals and birds constitute. A 
perusal of the report of this branch will give some idea of the 
maenitude of the work carried on. 


EXTENSION SERVICE. 


The report of the Superintendent of Extension Service gives 
‘nvaluable information regarding the activities of Agricultural 
Societies, Home Eeonomics Societies, Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs and 
District Representatives, to which this Department is extending 
financial assistance. 


LISTING LIVE STOCK AND SEED GRAIN FOR SALE. 


During the entire year lists have been kept, in the Deputy 
Minister’s office, of the farmers having seed erain and breeding 
live stock for sale. A similar plan has been followed in connection 
with applications received for the commodities just enumerated. 
While not possible to record the actual sales effected in this way, 
there is reasonable evidence that close to 1,000 sheep changed 
hands within the Province. 


CO-OPERATIVE WOOL MARKETING. 

The co-operative selling of wool, which was supervised 
directly from this office, 1s reported upon in full under its own 
special heading. 

MANITOBA ‘‘COW SCHEME. ”’ 

The activities carried on under the provisions of The 
Settlers’ Animal Purchase Act were also under the direction of 
this office, and full particulars appear later in the report.

ACTIVITIES UNDER THE SETTLERS’ ANIMAL 
PURCHASE ACT. 


To THE HonovuRABLE THE MrInistTER OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IMMIGRATION, 


Sir,—The Settlers’ Animal 
Purchase Act was passed at 
the 1916 session of the Legisla- 
ture. The plan contained in 
the provisions of the Act is 
intended to operate primarily 
in that portion of the Provinee 
lying between Lakes Winni- 
peg and Manitoba and north of 
township 14. This country is 
somewhat broken, scrubby, and 
in some parts covered with 
bush. It is, therefore, some- 
what difficult to bring under cultivation, and not altogether 
suited for grain growing. It is, however, well suited for stock 
raising, possessing abundance of hay, pasture, water and 
shelter, all very essential to successful live stock raising. In 
view of these conditions, it was felt that if the settlers would 
engage in the raising of live stock, particularly cattle, farming 
in this part of Manitoba would become successful.

THE SCHEME, 


The Act provides for thorough inspection of the appli- 
eant’s financial standing, his moral worth and the character 
of his land and the buildings and equipment which he posesses 
to enable him to care for the live stock provided under this 
Act. Hach applicant must be a married man, residing with 
his family on his farm. It is also necessary that applicants 
form groups or communities numbering not less than ten. The 
object in recording this information is to facilitate the work 
of inspection, distribution, and to foster a better community 
spirit. Hach group is required to have a president and secre- 
tary, and to transact its business, so far as possible, through 
its executive. 


Cows are delivered on credit, covering a period of five 
years. Agreements are made in duplicate, calling for five 
annual payments, each becoming payable on November 1st of 


, 
7, 
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each year, and bearing interest at 7% per annum. In addition 
to signing the said agreements, each member of the group 
gives a bond for one-tenth his purchase price; for example, a 
member who has received four cows valued at $300.00 would 
give a bond for $30.00. In the event of any member of the 
eroup not being able to meet his obligation, if it is found 
necessary, each member can be called upon to aid in meeting 
the deficit to the extent of the bond given. 

The title of ownership when the cows are delivered re- 
mains in the name of the Manitoba Government, and should 
the Minister of Agriculture or any of his authorzied officials 
find, upon making proper investigation, that the cattle deliver- 
ed are not being properly cared for, the Department may take 
practical re-possession of the animals at any time, and re- 
distribute them among the other members of the group. This 
vested right in the officials of the Department will largely 
eliminate any risk that any member of the group will run 
as a result of having given his bond, because each member, 
under this obligation, feels duty bound to protect the interests 
of his neighbour, in order to safeguard his own interests. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE SCHEME. 


It may be said that so far no single exception has been 
taken to this feature of the scheme, and we have every reason 
to believe that it will work out very satisfactorily. 

An applicant is under no obligation to take possession of 
cows upon delivery, if he does not feel entirely satisfied with 
the animals delivered and the price asked for them. Animals 
are delivered at cost, plus freight charges. The cows and 
heifers have all been purchased in the open market, the 
majority of them being secured at the Union Stock Yards, St. 
Boniface. This enables the purchasing agent, Mr. S. G. Sims, 
to submit animals that are suitable, and to do so at a lower 
cost than would be involved were he to search throughout the 
Province and assemble such small lots of cows as would be 
procurable at country points. Cows delivered either have 
had calves at heels, were in full profit or were expected to be 
so in the near future. The distribution of this class of animal 
enables the settler to go home and receive revenue immediately, 
without incurring any initial expense. While the Department 
would gladly have delivered heifers, the advice and experience 
of men who were conversant with conditions in that portion of 
the Province unanimously supported the conclusion that the 
settlers concerned must receive immediate help, and could not 
wait for any length of time for the heifers to mature and 
develop into revenue producing animals. 

While there have been delivered approximately 900 cows 
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Im the country between the Lakes, where the Government is placing cows 
with the settlers. 


With proper encouragement, Many more of the Farmers between the Lakes 
will be able to erect houses such as this Settler is building. 
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and about 120 heifers, fewer than ten complaints regarding the 
quality of the animals and their suitability have been received, 
and in every case where the purchasing agent is shown that 
the animal is not a profitable one to keep, the necessary steps 
are taken to have such animal replaced by a suitable one. ‘The 
average price of the cows delivered to the settler has been 
$74.80. 


. In view of the unprecedented demand for live stock of all 

kinds, particularly dairy cows, due largely to the abundance 
of feed and the record prices received for dairy produce, it has 
been no easy matter to procure a supply of animals suitable 
for distribution. The Department, however, has adhered 
strictly to the policy that it were better to deliver a lesser 
number of a desirable quality, that would be of assistance to 
the settler, than to be less cautious and deliver a larger num- 
ber where it was felt that the animals would not be suitable as 
the foundation for a breeding herd. 


While this scheme was largely an experiment, and has 
been in operation for a period of less than twelve months, the 
Department has reasonable assurance that it has already filled 
a much needed want, and will prove of great assistance to the 
settlers in the territory in which it operates. Further practical 
evidence that the plan commands the confidence of the farmers 
concerned is supplied by the large number of applications 
received from districts in which cows have already been de- 
livered, also the constant requests for more animals received 
by the Department from settlers who already have received 
cows. It is a fair assumption that if the settlers to whom the 
cows have been supplied are satisfied, the Act has been admin- 
istered wisely. The Department does not give the settlers any- 
thing that they do not pay for, the scheme being a straight 
business proposition and an advanced form of rural credits. 


The Department has ample security in having a lien on the 
cattle and their offspring, a lien on the land, and also in the 
bond supplied by members of the group. Up to the end of the 
year several payments had been made, and a settler is privileg- 
ed to pay the entire amount at any time he is able to do so.

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Report of Stallion Enrolment Board. 


To tHE HonouRABLE 
Tse Minister or AGRICULTURE AND IMMIGRATION, 
Winnreec, Manrrosa. 


Sir,—The Manitoba Stal- 
lion Enrolment Board begs to 
submit herewith its annual 
report for the year ending 
November 30th, 1916, and to 
record the following observ- 
ations :— 


THE PURPOSE OF STALLION 
ENROLMENT. 


This is the first report sub- 
mitted of the transactions 
carried on under the new 

i Horse Breeders’ Act. Prior 
to this Act becoming law there was a strong sentiment in favor 
of more stringent regulations to govern the enrolment of stal- 
lions standing for public service in the Province. Foremost 
among those requesting the newly adopted regulations was the 
Horse Breeders’ Association of Manitoba, a representative 
body of horsemen whose recommendations have been in entire 
agreement with the provisions of the new Horse Breeders’ Act. 
The Board has the honor to offer congratulations in this re- 
spect, and also that it was your pleasure to appoint as inspect- 
ors qualified men of wide experience, who enjoy the respect 
and confidence of the horsemen of the Province of Manitoba. 

A study of the horse breeding industry and the enactment 
of legislation affecting same should prove of great interest to 
the people of Manitoba. We find on record an Act, known as 
‘‘The Horse Breeders’ Lien Act,’’ passed in the eighth session 
of the Legislature of Manitoba, during 1893, and introduced 
before the House by Dr. J. G. Rutherford, then member for 
Lakeside constituency. As far as can be ascertained, this is the 
origin of legislation requiring the enrolment of stallions stand- 
ing for public service. 

The enrolment of stallions for public service has for its 
object the improvement of horse breeding in general, through a 
standard of qualification for sires. 

To accomplish the desired purpose, the enrolment require- 
ments must needs be restrictive in character, so as to eliminate 
from public service stallions of undesirable type and poor con- 
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formation; also to discourage the use of unsound stallions 
likely to transmit their defects, and to prevent the use of 
stallions other than those of recognized pure breeding. With 
this end in view, the present Horse Breeders’ Act of Manitoba 
was formulated and made operative this year. 


PROVISIONS AND OPERATION OF THE ACT. 


As a basis of operation, this Act provides that the owner 
of any stallion offering for public service in Manitcba shall ob- 
tain from the Department of Agriculture, annually, a certificate 
of enrolment, and also that every importer or breeder, before 
offering a stallion for sale in Manitoba, must enrol such stallion. 
Applications for enrolment are required to be accompanied by 
a bona fide pedigree certificate of registration, and certificate 
of enrolment can properly by issued only for stallions which are 
purebred and registered in a stud book recognized by the Can- 
adian National Records. This precludes the enrolment of grade 
stallions, or those of unrecognized breeding. 

The Act also requires all stallions to be examined by a duly 
authorized veterinary inspector for the first enrolment, and 
every three years thereafter until nine years of age. The ex- 
amination deals with the breed, type, conformation, and sound- 
ness of the stallion and its desirability as a sire in accordance 
therewith. These particulars are embodied im a certified report 
made by the inspector and transmitted to the Board of Enrol- 
ment for consideration and approval. The Board consists of 
three members, who consider the reports and pedigree certifi- 
eates and, in turn, recommend to the Department their approval 
for enrolment, or otherwise. The Board has the power to re- 
ject, by withholding their approval for enrolment, in the case 
of stallions considered to be unworthy as to breed type, con- 
formation, or unsoundness. The decision of the Board for en- 
rolment, or otherwise, is endorsed by them on each report, to- 
gether with their recommendation as to the form of enrolment 
certificate to be issued by the Department. 

With regard to the form of enrolment certificates issued, 
four schedule forms are provided, designated respectively as 


schedule A, B, C and D. 


Schedule A is made use of for stallions of recognized pure 
breeding, which have been examined and consider ed worthy as 
to breed type and conformation, and found to be free from 
unsoundness of a hereditary nature, as set forth in the Act. 
This statement is embodied in the enrolment certificate issued. 

Schedule B is made use of for stallions of recognized pure 
breeding, which have been examined and considered worthy as to 
breed type, but found to be affected with one or more forms of 
unsoundness set forth in the Act. Indication of the exact form 
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of unsoundness is embodied in the enrolment certificate issued. 

Schedule C is an interim certificate of enrolment, which 
may be used for stallions of recognized pure breeding and con- 
sidered to be somewhat unfavorable otherwise, but which are 
required for temporary service in outlying districts, or until 
better stallions become available for use in the district. 

Schedule D is also an interim certificate of enrolment made 
use of for stallions of recognized pure breeding, for which 
applications for enrolment have been received, but which are 
awaiting examination by the inspector. Upon examination be- 
ing made, and the inspector’s report received and considered, 
certificate of enrolment is issued in the form of schedule A, B, 
or C, as the case may require. 

When a stallion is rejected for enrolment by the Board, and 
the owner is not satisfied with the decision, provision is made 
whereby he may protest. In such cases the protest requires to 
be accompanied by a deposit of thirty-five dollars and a de- 
claration by the owner as to his belief that the stallion in 
question is entitled to enrolment. These evidences of good 
faith bemg furnished by the protestant, entitles an examination 
of the stallion by an independent arbitration board, composed 
of three experts, one of which is appointed by the Department, 
one by the owner, and the third mutually agreed upon by the 
two first appointed. Where the protest is based on a question 
of unsoundness, the arbitration board requires to be composed 
of three qualified veterinary surgeons of good repute. Should 
the decision of the arbitration board be that the stallion in 
question is entitled to enrolment under the Act, the expenses 
incurred are paid by the Department and the deposit money is 
returned to the owner. If the decision of the arbitration board 
be otherwise, the expenses incurred are to be paid by the person 
making the protest out of the thirty-five dollars deposited. 

Where its various provisions are complied with, the Act 
entitles the owner of a stallion to file a lien on the foal gotten by 
such stallion, and, at a fixed time, to seize and sell the foal at 
public auction to obtain payment of unpaid fees. The course of 
procedure in these cases, and the statement of lien, are specifi- 
cally outlined in the Act, thus obviating the incurrence of legal 
expense. 


The Act also provides that the owner of any stallion offer- 
ing for public service in Manitoba shall keep posted, in certain 
places during the breeding season, a true copy of the certificate 
of enrolment of such stallion. It is further provided that the 
owner of an unenrolled stallion shall not have route bills or 
breeding cards printed or posted, nor shall he charge or receive 
any service fees. 
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Violations of the essential provisions of the Act are punish- 
able by fine on conviction before any two justices of the peace, 
or by a police magistrate. 


DEFECTS OF PREVIOUS LEGISLATION. 


The foregoing outlines briefly the salient features of the 
present Horse Breeders’ Act for the enrolment of stallions in 
Manitoba. Its operation should overcome the undesirable fea- 
tures of the previous enrolment system, and which are readily 
discernible by referring to enrolment statistics. For example, 
during the year 1915 a total of 971 stallions were enrolled in the 
Province. Of this number 175 were enrolled as grades, and, as 
such, were allowed to stand for public service. There were en- 
rolled 796 stallions as pure breds, but among this number were 
included some stallions of unrecognized breeding, 27 of which 
were described as draughts, and whose pedigree certificates 
would not be recognized by the Canadian National Records. 
Another noticeable feature is that all stallions were enrolled as 
sound, which, needless to state, is obviously not in accordance 
with usual conditions. 


These anomalies seemed to furnish evidence that the pro- 
visions of the Act relating to the enrolment of stallions were 
insufficient and should be replaced by more adequate provi- 
sions. The Board therefore prepared the present Act, and re- 
commended to the Department that it receive legislative assent, 
which was obtained February, 1916. 


PUBLIC SENTIMENT, 


It is particularly gratifying that the stallion owners have 
shown every desire to aid the officers of your Department in the 
carrying out of the provisions of the Act, and any violations 
which may have occurred were isolated and committed in ignor- 
ance rather than from any preconceived desire to disregard the 
laws of the Province. 


PROBLEMS TO BE CONFRONTED. 


The Board had not been altogether ignorant of many of the 
problems which must appear for solution coincident with the 
adoption of advanced measures in legislation, such as The Horse 
Breeders’ Act of Manitoba undoubtedly is. While the horse 
breeding industry is well advanced throughout the older settled 
areas, there is still a comparative shortage of stallions of aver- 
age merit in the more newly settled districts, a condition to be 
expected. To adopt a standard of qualification in breed type 
and conformation, suitable for all districts in the Province, is by 
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no means an easy matter. Furthermore, many stallions are per- 
mitted to winter in the rough, and are shown for inspection on 
frozen, uneven ground, with feet in poor condition, making an 
accurate estimate of the horses’ ‘‘true form’’ an impossibility. 
Type in any breed, heretofore, has been largely a matter of 
taste, which varied according to the different aims which the 
leading breeders of the respective breeds had in view. These 
are all factors comparative in nature, and the Board advised its 
inspectors to interpret generously. 


THH ACT AUTOMATIC. 


While touching on this phase of our work, it is well to men- 
tion the fact that the enforcement of the Horse Breeders’ Act is 
automatic. It was not the intention of the Act to provide special 
machinery to enforce its provisions. In eases of breaches of 
the Act the nearest police magistrate or justice of the peace 
should be consulted, and a summons issued to the alleged 
offender. It is hardly necessary to swear out an information 
and have a warrant of arrest issued, but, where such is neces- 
sary, a warrant of arrest can be issued in place of a summons. 
In difficult cases the Crown prosecutor for the district should 
be consulted, so that he can advise as to laying the charge and 
getting evidence, ete. 


INSPECTION AND GRANTING OF CERTIFICATES. 


The inspection was commenced December Ist, 1915, but, 
owing to abnormal weather, progress was made difficult. Dur- 
ing the latter part of February and the first part of March 
roads were practically impassable; later on, and following the 
spring ‘‘break-up,’’ large portions of the Province became sub- 
merged, and the work of inspection made impossible. To over- 
come such unavoidable barriers, not to inconvenience the public, 
a number of interim certificates were issued. 


PROTEST. 

The Board welcomed the test case arising out of the one 
protest entered under section 16 of the Act. A Protest Board 
was mutually agreed upon by the stallion owner and the Enrol- 
ment Board. This Protest Board carefully examined the horse 
some six weeks after the first inspection had been made, and 
pronounced the stallion a fair average specimen of his breed, 
and worthy of enrolment under schedule ‘‘A.’’? Jn view of this 
decision, rendered by some of the leading breeders in the Pro- 
vince, the only logical conclusion was that the standard pre- 
viously accepted by the Board was even vet too exclusive. This 
was still more apparent when it was borne in mind that the pro- 
test emanated from one of the older portions of the Provinee.

DEPARTMENTAL Report ror 1916. 


THE PATH OF PROGRESS. 


No great progress can be made in breeding horses so long 
as the breeding stock consists of unsound individuals or those 
of unknown breeding. If Manitoba horsemen hope to improve 
the horses of Manitoba, the first and most important and prac- 
tical field to work on is in the selection and management of the 
sires. As time advances and the numbers of stallions increase, 
there will be a wider basis for selection, and a more stringent 
interpretation of the Act may be advisable. 


A potent reason for the indifferent success attendant upon 
the efforts of horse breeders in some districts is the lack of com- 
munity breeding. Where a whole community engages in the 
improvement of but one breed of horses, practically every 
farmer becomes a member of a large breeding station, and the 
outcome will be the establishing of uniformity in type. After 
all, the ideal conformation in a draught horse is the ideal sought 
in all heavy breeds, and the best specimens in any of the 
draught breeds now represented in our Province are of sufficient 
merit to meet any utility or market requirements. 


REVIEW OF ENROLMENTS MADE, 


During the year, 1,061 stallions have been examined. Of 
this number, 740 stallions were granted certificates of enrolment 
as pure-breds under Schedule A. Enrolment certificates were 
granted to 72 stallions as pure-breds, unsound, under Schedule 
B. Interim certificates were granted temporarily to 12 stallions 
as pure-breds under Schedule C. Interim certificates were 
granted to 150 stallions as pure-breds under Schedule D. Thus 
a total of 974 stallions were enrolled this year, all of which are 
pure-breds and registered in stud books recognized by the Cana- 
dian National Records. There were rejected for enrolment 20 
pure-bred stallions on account of unsoundness and unworthy 
breed type and poor conformation. There was also precluded 
from enrolment all grade stallions and those of unrecognized 
breeding, formerly enrolled under the previous system. 


It will thus be seen that, under the present system, material 
progress has been made on a good foundation, and, if consist- 
ently carried out and maintained, beneficial results to the horse 
breeding industry in Manitoba should be accomplished through 
the enrolment of stallions.

Sir,—The Cattle Brand Act, passed in 1903, was made neces- 
sary by the fact that previous to its passage no records of brands 
used were available; also that no legal ownership of such brands 


had been authorized. 
Under the provisions of the Act a form of application was 
adopted which reads as follows :—

The fee for recording brand and for the issuing of certifi- 
cate by the Department was fixed at $1.00, and the brand 
allotted became the exclusive property of the applicant. 


The brand must consist of two letters, or one letter and a 
numeral, and all possible consideration will be given the wishes 
of the applicant in the selection of such brand. 


Hoof and ear marks may be recorded as brands. 
The position in which brand is to be placed on the animal 
must be stated. 


Transfer of brands may be made by filing an assignment of 
brand, accompanied by a transfer fee of $1.00 and original certi- 
ficate. 

No vent brands will be allotted unless specially asked for. 

Changes and alterations in brand will be considered as a 
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new brand, and the allotment of a new or altered brand will 
cancel any brand previously owned by applicant. 

Penalties are provided for the mis-use of any registered 
brand, altering or defacing same on cattle not the property of 
the party performing same, without proper consent, fine for 
which is $200 or three months’ imprisonment. 

In connection with the issuing of brands it must be noted 
that horse ranching is not carried on as extensively in Manitoba 
as is the case in the other western provinces, and, generally 
speaking, this applies as well to cattle ranching. 

The following table indicates the number of brands issued 
by the Department, year by year, for the branding of cattle :—

THE SEASON, 


The year 1916 has been a very satisfactory one to the dairy- 
men of this Province. Unprecedently high prices have pre- 
vailed for all dairy products, and there has been a substantial 
increase in the quantity of butter and cheese produced. 

The spring opened about three weeks later than that of 
1915, but the fall months were much more favorable for heavy 
production. 


THE SEASON’S OUTPUT. 


The following table gives the quantities, average prices and 
values of milk and milk products 'for the year :—

A comparison of the two foregoing tables shows an increase 
for the present year upon that of 1915 of 734,843 Ibs. in the out- 
put of creamery butter, 272,845 lbs. in that of dairy butter, and 
154,003 Ibs. in cheese. The total increase in the value of dairy 
products due to increased production and higher prices which 
obtained was $638,431.03. 


CREAMERY WORK, 


The creamery side of the dairy industry is by far the most 
important branch. We would submit the following table, show- 
ing production of creamery butter for the past five years :—

The foregoing table indicates the expansion that is taking 
place in connection with the creamery side of the industry. This 
indicates that mixed farming and dairying are steadily gaining 
ground in the Province. 

If the dairy industry of Manitoba is to meet with permanent 
success in its growth and development, an increase in output is 
not enough in itself but must be accompanied by a steady im- 
provement in the quality of both our butter and cheese. 


CREAM GRADING. 


As to grading of cream and paying for it on the basis of 
quality, we are sure that the men vitally interested in the per- 
manent welfare of dairying, and who know how difficult it has 
been to get system into cream buying, will recognize that we are 
justified in putting forth Herculean efforts to raise the quality 
of our cream supply, one of our most important raw products. 

Wherever grading has been tried and payment therefor has 
been made on the quality basis, there has been a marked increase

Intelligent grading necessitates, of course, the establishing 
of definite grades. 

At the annual convention of the Manitoba Dairy Associa- 
tion, held at the Agricultural College on February 16 and 17 (a 
meeting that was not only largely attended but thoroughly rep- 
resentative of our dairy industry in its various phases), the 
following resolution re the grading of cream was unanimously 
adopted :— 


‘‘Resolved, that this convention favors the strict grading 
of cream and the adoption of the following as a basis for so 
doing : 

1. Eatra First Grade—Cream that is both sweet and clean 
in flavor and whose consistency is smooth and even. 

‘<2. Furst Grade—Cream that is clean and fresh in flavor 
and whose consistency is smooth and even. 

**3. Second Grade—Cream that is slightly stale, old or 
bitter, or otherwise slightly defective in flavor, but of a smooth, 
even consistency.

‘*Cream below second grade to be classed as ‘off grade,’ and 
either rejected or paid for according to its value. 

‘‘A difference of 2c per lb. of fat should be made between 
‘extra first’ and ‘first,’ and a difference of 3c per Ib. of fat 
between ‘first’ and ‘second’ grade cream.’’ 


CARE OF CREAM, 


There is yet much room for improvement in the quality of 
the cream received at our creameries. This improvement can 
be brought about only on the farms where it is produced, and 
here is where our field of labor lies. The condition and flavor 
of the cream received at the creamery determines, to a very 
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large extent, the quality of the butter manufactured, other con- 
ditions being equal. 

During the winter that is now before us, a general campaign 
should be made for more cooling material and for better cooling 
facilities on the farms. Properly cooled cream will always reach 
the creamery in much better condition than cream that has not 
been cooled. 

The development of acidity should be retarded as much as 
possible, both at the farm and creamery, and this can be done by 
keeping the cream cold. The time to prepare for sweet cream in 
June, July and August is during the months of January and 
February, when the majority of the farmers can secure and 
store, at small expense, a supply of ice for cooling their cream 
during the warm months. [Hach creamery operator can do 
effective work in bringing this matter before the attention of his 
patrons, especially in connection with his policy of buying cream 
on grade. The dairyman who produces a sweet, clean flavored 
eream that will make a first class quality of butter, with good 
keeping qualities, should undoubtedly be recompensed for the 
superiority of his article. 

A number of creameries have graded their cream conscien- 
tiously and paid for it on the basis of quality, and have achieved 
excellent results. They not only made a reputation for their 
own creameries, but a reputation for Manitoba butter on the 
outside markets. Consequently, their butter is always in demand 
at a premium. 

Those creameries that have concentrated their efforts on 
improvement in flavor and meeting market conditions, deserve 
much credit. In this connection it may be said that great credit 
is due also to their patrons for having responded so well to the 
demand for clean and sweet cream. 

Some of our creameries, however, either graded indiffer- 
ently or did not grade at all, and their butter was no credit 
either to themselves or the Province. 


THE CHEESE INDUSTRY. 


While the cheese industry is of very much smaller propor- 
tions than that of butter, it, nevertheless, is of sufficient import- 
ance to demand a reasonable portion of our time and consider- 
ation. There was a rapid decline in the output of cheese for the 
Province from 1909 to 1913. This was chiefly due to a number 
of the cheese factories being closely situated to the city of Win- 
nipeg, which city was growing rapidly and required a large 
supply of milk for domestic purposes. It is pleasing to report 
that the 1915 output of cheese showed an increase upon that of 
1914 of 25,000 Ibs. This year there has been an increase of over 
150,000 Ibs. upon the make of 1915. This increase is no doubt 
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partly due to the unprecedentedly high cheese prices prevailing 
for the past two years. However, with our increase in make for 
the past couple of years, the amount manufactured does not meet 
the requirements of our own provincial market. 

During the present year there was imported into Winnipeg 
from the east, sixty carloads of cheese, or approximately 
1,000,000 Ibs., to meet the requirements of the trade in the Pro- 
vince. No objection can be taken to importing from other pro- 
vinees produce which we cannot successfully produce ourselves 
and in turn exporting that of which we can produce a surplus; 
but it is quite different when from outside sources there is sup- 
plied to our own market produce that we can produce at home. 
This means sending out money that should be distributed among 
our own people. We are not taking full advantage either of our 
home market or the large and growing market in the towns and 
cities west of us. 

By careful fostering of this important branch, we hope not 
only to supply our own market, but be in a position to export 
considerable quantities in the near future. 

For the compilation of the above data, I have largely to 
thank Mr. L. A. Gibson, Dairy Produce Grader for Manitoba. 

I have pleasure also in appending the report of Mr. Gibson 
upon his work in butter grading; Mr. Crowe, upon his activities 
as travelling dairy agent and instructor, working mainly among 
the non-English farmers of the north-western part of Manitoba, 
and Mr. Weir, of Manitoba Agricultural College, who has 
supervised the cow-testing work.

of the different markets; advising in regard to the prevailing 
market conditions and prices, and assisting generally in build- 
ing up what is destined to become one of the leading industries 
of the Province.

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Report of Dairy Instructor 


Mr. J. H. Evans,

Sir,—I am pleased to report on the 1916 dairy field work 
for the north-western part of the Province, especially the more 
isolated and outlying districts settled by Ruthenians. We com- 
menced this year with a two-fold ambition: First, to improve the 
quality and increase the quantity of cream; second, to lessen the 
cost of production, thereby increasing the spread between the 
cost and the selling price of our cream or butter. It is gratify- 
ing to report that considerable progress has been made. 

During the year about one hundred meetings were held 
throughout the district, dealing with such subjects as ‘‘ Feeds 
and Feeding, at’ Care of Dairy Cows,’’ ‘Cow Testing,”’ ““Care 
of Cream for Creameries,’? ‘‘W hy our Creameries Grade and 
Pay for the Cream according to Quality,’’ ‘‘Growing of Roots 
and Fodder,’’ ‘‘Use and Care of the Cream Separator,’’ ‘‘ But- 
ter Making on the Farm,”’ etc. 

In twenty local districts leading men are keeping yearly 
records of milk, butter fat, and the approximate cost of produc- 
tion, ascertaining the net profit or loss from each cow in their 
herd. This information will be carried to every home in the 
district. 

Fourteen plots of corn ranging from one to five acres, and 
many plots of turnips, mangolds and sugar beets, were grown 
under our direction throughout the Ruthenian colonies. These 
are being fed to demonstrate another way in which we can lower 
the cost of milk production. 

In the north-western district we made 317,509 lbs. more 
creamery butter than during the previous year. About four 
hundred farmers installed their first cream separators. 

We followed the plan of visiting the creameries, grading 
the cream as it was received there, then going to the homes of 
all who required help, locating the trouble and prescribing a 
eure. Personal instruction was given in regulating, running 
and general care of the cream separator; on the washing of 
dairy utensils, and on the cooling and care of the cream for 
ereameries. Al] were urged to deliver their cream at least twice 
a week. About twelve hundred visits were made to farm homes, 
and it is gratifying to know that the improvement in quality of 
cream was in keeping with the increase in the quantity of butter 
made. Many farmers are going to make dairying an important 
part of their farm activities. All promising heifers are being 
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kept, and plans laid for growing much larger quantities of cheap 
fodder next year. Hverything points to a steady increase in the 
growth of dairying in this part of the Province, 

A number of demonstrations were given in butter-making 
in the newer and far-back settlements from which it was impos- 
sible to send their cream to creameries. 

I spent four weeks lecturing at short courses, acted as judge 
of dairy produets at ten summer fairs, secured considerable farm 
help from the Ruthenian colonies, gave careful attention to the 
seed grain situation, with the result that we are well supplied 
with good seed for the coming season. 

Considerable general settlement work could be carried on to 
good advantage in many of these newer parts of the Province.

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Report Upon Cow Testing 
Mr. J. H. Evans, 


Acting Deputy Minister of Agriculture. 


Sir,—The following is a report of cow testing work done at 
the Agricultural College during the year 1916 :— 
Number of herds tested ....... 2 
Number of samples tested ..... 1,663 


With regard to improvement, most of the herds which have 
been under test for two or more years show some improvement 
and very creditable records. 

One drawback to the work has been the tendency of the 
farmer to discontinue the work before his cows have completed 
the lactation period, and, in many cases, not to take up the work 
again until his cows have been milking for some time; and in 
numerous cases he would not take up the work again after a few 
months’ weighing and testing. 

Previous to the spring of 1916, it had been the practice to 
loan the equipment to the farmer free of charge. A change 
was then made whereby a deposit of $1.50 was demanded and a 
promise from each applicant to continue the work for at least 
one year. This, we expected, would exclude the man who was 
testing for mere curiosity; but there still seems to be the same 
difficulty and the tendency to discontinue the work before the 
real benefit is apparent. 

We have realized for some time the inconvenience to the 
farmer of having to ship his samples of milk to the College, and 
the expense connected therewith. To obviate this, we have, 
wherever possible, tried to interest the local creamery and have 
the testing done there, with no expense to the farmer; but our 
efforts in this direction have not met with much success. 

If the work is to develop as it should, I would suggest that 
it be done from local centres, by someone who is in close touch 
with the farmers and could visit them occasionally and keep 
them fully interested. The real benefit to be derived from cow 
testing is in continuing the work from year to year, making good 
use of the information gained. ; 

T submit herewith milk and butter fat records of one of the 
best and one of the poorest herds which we have tested. Herd 
number one is composed of six cows from a herd of about forty, 
mostly pure-bred Holsteins. Numbers one and two had the best 
records in the herd; the other four were average cows so far as 
production is concerned. Herd number two is composed of a 
herd of eight grade cows.

Province. In former years the municipal weed inspectors were 
usually engaged by the day and were not expected to spend all 
their time at this work. This often led to a neglect of their 
duties as weed inspectors during the busy season of haying and 
harvest. Under the amended Act, every inspector’s engage- 
ment must be for five months, and he is expected to devote his 
whole time to the work. 
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RECORDS. 


In former years very few, if any, municipal weed inspectors 
prepared and presented a report of their work at the close of the 
season. The Act now insists on every municipal inspector 
making a full report, on forms approved by the Minister, show- 
ing the prevalence of weeds on each quarter section and the 
approximate area devoted to farm crops and summer-fallow. 
One copy of these records will be kept in the municipal offices, 
and another copy at the office of the Weeds Commission. These 
reports will prove exceedingly useful in many ways: first. in 
checking up the work of the inspectors each year; and, besides, 
they will prove of inestimable value for future reference. 
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EDUCATIONAL EFFORT. 

During January and February the chairman of the Commis- 
sion took part in five short course schools held at the following 
places: Morden, commencing on January 11th; Boissevain, Jan- 
uary 19th; Virden, January 25th; Neepawa, February 1st; and 
at the Manitoba Agricultural College on February 8th. At 
these schools the identification and eradication of noxious weeds 
were thoroughly discussed. Previous to the closing of each short 
course school an examination was held on these subjects, and 
with few exceptions the farmers’ sons showed marked progress 
in this branch of their studies. It is expected that the informa- 
tion thus gained will prove useful on their home farms. 

From February 5th to May 27th the time of the Commission 
was largely taken up with organization and in meeting the dif- 
ferent municipal councils. Between the above dates fifty-six 
council meetings were attended. At these gatherings the 
amended Noxious Weeds Act was explained to the councillors, 
the duties of the municipal weed inspectors defined and the 
assistance and co-operation of the councils solicited. It was sug- 
gested that great care should be exercised in the selection of an 
inspector, and that his appointment should be for a period of not 
less than five months from the fifteenth of May to the fifteenth 
of October, and that he should devote his whole time to seeing 
that the provisions of The Noxious Weeds Act are observed and 
carried out. At these meetings there was a very thorough dis- 
cussion of the Weeds Act, and many questions were asked; but 
there were very few objections made to the provisions of the 
Act, and every council promised their hearty support and eo- 
operation, 

INSPECTORS APPOINTED. 

We were pleased to note that every rural municipality, and 
with one exception every urban municipality, succeeded in ap- 
pointing one or more inspectors. The following statement indi- 
cates how they were appointed :— ‘

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We regret to notice that many of the larger municipalities 
failed to engage a sufficient number of inspectors to overtake 
the work properly. In some cases one man was expected to 
examine from ten to twelve townships, with the result that the 
work was not thoroughly done and many weedy farms were 
overlooked. As a rule, no inspector should be given more than 
six townships, and under some conditions even that number is 
excessive. On the other hand, we notice that a few municipal 
councils are still adhering to the old system of appoimting an 
inspector for such a small area as one or two townships. In 
these cases the salaries have usually been exceedingly small and 
placed on a per diem basis. ‘Where this plan has been followed 
we find that the inspection was usually badly done and in some 
eases entirely neglected. 


MIDSUMMER CONFERENCES. 


During the month of June, ten weed inspectors’ conferences 
were held at the following centres, viz., Brandon, Portage la 
Prairie, Minnedosa, Russell, Dauphin, Belmont, Emerson, Kil- 
larney, Souris, and the Manitoba Agricultural College. One 
hundred and six inspectors attended these meetings, and in 
addition there were a number of farmers from the adjoiming 
district at nearly every conference. Mr. G. Walton explained 
the amended Noxious Weeds Act and insisted on the inspectors 
being considered as friends and advisors to the farmers rather 
than as detectives, at the same time insisting on impartiality in 
the administration of the Act in all cases, and the importance 
of impressing upon all the farmers that in the future more 
honest effort must be made to clean up or the provisions of the 
Act imposing a fine would be inflicted. Mr. Harry Brown 
dealt mainly with his own personal experience in the eradica- 
tion of noxious weeds, and laid particular stress on the necessity 
of a perfectly black summer-fallow for the eradication of peren- 
nial sow thistle, the necessity of, and the successful results 
obtained in, the eradication of wild oats by skim plowing in the 
fall, and spring cultivation prior to seeding to barley for two 
years in succession, and the beneficial results obtained by the 
use of fall rye as a control crop in the eradication of sow and 
Canada thistles and wild oats. Mr. 8. A. Bedford took charge 
of the practical instruction on the identification and eradication 
of noxious weeds. He laid emphasis on the fact that one of the 
first duties of weed inspectors was to know the weeds, particu- 
larly in their younger stages of growth. The inspectors could 
not hope to inspire the respect and confidence of the farmers 
unless they could readily classify weeds presented to them and 
be able to give definite and authoritative information as to 
whether or not they were injurious. Unless the farmer is 
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trained to recognize the different noxious weeds, there is always 
the danger that they may become firmly established before he is 
aware of their character. 

At these. conferences the Commissioners suggested that in 
consideration of the fact that many of the provisions of the 
present Weeds Act were entirely new to the farmer, the imspec- 
tors should make a special effort to explain its provisions to 
them. For the same reason, when called on to enforce the Act 
they should this year err, if anything, on the side of leniency. 
We are pleased to note that these suggestions have been very 
generally acted upon and the majority of inspectors have gone 
to considerable pains to explain the Act. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

We were informed that there were during the summer nine 
persons prosecuted for failing to comply with the Act. Seven 
convictions were obtained, and the minimum fine of fifteen 
dollars imposed. One case was withdrawn on the farmer 
destroying the weeds in question, and in one case the magistrate 
failed to convict. There may, however, have been a number of 
additional convictions of which we were not notified. 

As the provisions of the Act are now very generally known 
to the public, it will be enforced with more strictness in future. 


AIDING LOCAL INSPECTORS. 


The members of the Commission spent the greater portion 
of the summer and fall months in visiting the different munici- 
palities. They were in nearly every instance accompanied by 
the local weed inspector. This plan has given us a good oppor- 
tunity of obtaining a large amount of valuable information 
regarding local weed conditions at first hand. Besides, we were 
often able to render timely assistance to the different municipal 
inspectors at a season of the year when their work was in full 
operation. During the busy season the different members of the 
Commission were frequently called upon to make special visits 
to municipalities where the inspectors required their assistance. 


REPORTS RECEIVED. 


From one hundred rural municipalities existing in the Pro- 
vince one hundred and twenty-six inspectors have forwarded to 
this Department their annual report as required by section 19 
of the Act. These reports vary greatly in character and com- 
pass, but they all agree in stating that noxious weeds of nearly 
every kind are increasing rapidly all over the Province. This 
condition of affairs they attribute largely to the following 
causes: Inability of the average farmer to identify some of our 
most noxious weeds until they are firmly established. One in- 
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A Manitoba field completely filled with Couch Grass, as found by the

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spector reports that he found that some farmers in his district 
had erected strong fences around dense patches of perennial 
sow thistle, so that the cattle and horses would not destroy their 
pretty flowers. Another contributing cause is the large crease 
in the number of tenant farmers, for very few tenants will use 
the same care in the cultivation of land and in seed selection as 
the farmer owning his own farm. 

The recent high floods adjacent to the Assiniboine River 
have not only spread innumerable weed seeds over the greater 
portion of two municipalities, but have also prevented proper 
and timely cultivation of thousands of acres of land in these dis- 
tricts. The inferior work done on summer-fallows in 1915 and 
the small amount of fall plowing finished that year, owing to 
the early advent of winter, are also given as reasons why weeds 
were particularly bad this year. <A great scarcity of hired help 
has prevailed since the war began. This condition, combined 
with the fact that the average Manitoba farmer has a tendency 
to work more land than he can properly cultivate, has prevented 
many well-intentioned settlers from giving their land that thor- 
ough cultivation so necessary for the control of noxious weeds. 

We find that there has grown up under the former very 
imperfect Noxious Weeds Act and the methods followed in its 
enforcement a great tendency towards carelessness on the part 
of all concerned. Even now, when the Act has been greatly 
improved and much care is being taken in its enforcement, we 
suffer from the lack of respect for weed legislation which has 
developed in the Provinee. 

The inspectors operating within the drainage districts re- 
peatedly call our attention to the conditions of the drain banks 
as left by the contractors. These ‘‘dumps’’ are nearly always 
covered with a rank growth of both perennial sow and Canada 
thistles. Owing to their very uneven character, it is impossible 
to use a mower to cut these weeds, and the expense of scythe 
cutting makes the work almost prohibitive. The present very 
hummocky dumps should be levelled down and seeded to grass 
so that mowers can be used. At present these ditch banks are 
one of our greatest sources of contamination. 

Our attention has also heen repeatedly called to the condi- 
tion of the hay marshes in different parts of the Provinee. The 
chairman of the Commission visited the St. Andrews Marsh in 
company with the local inspector on July 27th, and found thous- 
ands of acres of perennial sow thistles mixed with grass in the 
meadows. On that date most of the plants were still in bloom, 
but many of them contained ripe seed. In spite of this fact, hay 
dealers were actively engaged in cutting and baling this hay, 
weeds and all. These bales were at once shipped to many parts 
of the Province to become the source of infection in a perfectly 
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clean district located perhaps hundreds of miles to the west. At 
present the regula- 
tions for the cutting 
of hay on Federal Gov- 
ernment lands stipu- 
late that cutting must 
not commence before 
July 25th. By that 
date many perennial 
sow thistle plants con- 
tain mature seeds, and 
the Commission is en- 
deavoring to arrange 
with the Department of 
the Interior to have 
this regulation chang-

that this work be undertaken by the municipalities. We would 
suggest that on the completion of all newly made highway grades 
the freshly turned up soil should at once be seeded to some good 
cultivated grass. This would prevent weeds from vetting a 
firm hold and also provide a certain amount of hay, making it 
worth while for the farmers to keep the roadsides mown.

PUBLIC SUPPORT FAVORS EFFECTIVE ACTION. 

The Commission finds that a very large majority of the 
farmers are in accord with the present Noxious Weeds Act, and 
we feel confident that if this Act, with such amendments as may 
be found necessary from time to time, is enforced judiciously a 
very noticeable improvement in the noxious weeds situation will 

take place in a few years. From the fact that a number of our 

best farmers have already completely eradicated the perennial 
sow thistle from their land, we expect that in a few years both 
it and Canada thistle will be completely eradicated in the west- 
ern part of the Province and also brought under control even 
in the eastern municipalities. 

In many municipalities, especially in the western and 
northern parts of the province, we were confronted in our 
organization with a certain degree of hostility to that portion 
of the Act providing for the engagement of an inspector for five 
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months, on the grounds that as they had few, if any, weeds of 
class one, it was imposing an unnecessary financial burden on 
Mf the municipality. 

We believe this eriti- 
cism has now practi- 
eally vanished, for in- 
spectors have found 
even the perennial sow 
thistle in greater or 
lesser quantities in, 
with one exception, 
every municipality in 
the Province, in many 
of which it was not pre- 
viously known to exist. 
As an instance we 
would cite the case of a 
municipality of nine 
townships where peren- 
nial sow thistle was not 
supposed to exist, or, if 
Mallon, 17) Sew lbcetta at all, it was confined to 

(By courtesy of Prof. Jackson, M.A.C.) a possible patch or two; 
this summer it was found on no less than thirty-one quarter sec- 
tions, also one hundred and ninety quarter-sections contained 
Canada thistle, and a few Russian thistles were located. Further, 
we have no hesitation in saying that many cases were missed, as 
the inspection was not as thorough as it might have been. In 
another municipality where criticism was noticeable, a bad case 
of sow thistle infection was found on a certain farm. The owner 
was at the time unaware of its character, but afterwards stated 
that rather than have it there any longer without his knowledge 
he would willingly have paid the full season’s salary of the 
inspector. 

Many times during the season we were told that the only 
criticism that could be seriously advanced to the present system 
was that ‘‘it should have been enacted ten years ago.”’ 

Thus we are pleased to be in a position to report that 
although the present system may have some imperfections, it 
has undoubtedly wrought untold benefit, the fruits of which will 
be appreciated in the years to come.

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Report Upon Manitoba Beekeeping

HONEY CROP OF THE PROVINCE. 
The summer just passed has 
proved one of the most successful for beekeeping in Manitoba. 
Almost ideal summer weather conditions, coupled with a pro- 
fusion of clover bloom and other honey-producing plants, gave 
an average crop in the neighborhood of 100 lbs. per colony, 
spring count, the total honey crop from the Province being in 
the neighborhood of 800,000 Ibs., from approximately 10, 000 
colonies of bees. 
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MANY BEGINNERS. 


It is gratifying to know that many farmers and others have 
started small apiaries during the past summer. Beginners were 
helped in buying their bees by our keeping a list of those having 
good colonies for sale. They were helped also by pr actical 
demonstrations after they had purchased their foundation stock. 


BEE DISEASES. 


A number of those who had their bees killed by disease some 
years ago have again taken up this work. It would appear, 
from inspection and honey crop reports, that foul brood is 
practically extinct in Manitoba. However, it will be only a 
matter of time until this dread bee-disease again makes its ap- 
pearance. Infected honey is shipped to Manitoba and is a 
cause of infection. Considerable instruction work was carried 
on with individual bee-keepers regarding the identification and 
control of this scourge. 

Two cases of bee-paralysis, or, perhaps, Isle of Wight dis- 
ease, were reported and dealt with during the summer. This 
disease is on the increase, and may, if not carefully guarded 
against, become a serious menace to beekeeping in this Province. 

It is pleasing to note that the beekeepers of Manitoba have 

oladly done their part in helping the inspector to combat bee 
diseases. Bees formerly kept in box hives have been transferred 
to standard ones. Shiftless methods are gradually giving way 
to more progressive ones. 
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In many of the newer settlements of Manitoba there are ideal locations for 
Apiaries. 


SURVEY OF BEEKEEPING POSSIBILITIES. 

A partial survey of the Province was made regarding the 
suitability of certain localities for beekeeping. The purpose of 
this survey was, if possible, to induce small farmers in certain 
favorable districts to go in for beekeeping. This work is one 
of the few pursuits open to persons of small capital. A deserip- 
tion of certain parts of Manitoba, giving the honey-producing 
plants, can be furnished upon request. This should be of value 
to returned soldiers, or others wishing to go in for apiculture. 
Some of the districts most suitable for beekeeping are those 
low-lying sections of swamp of little value for other agricultural 
pursuits. An example of this type of country is the Nettly 
Marsh, where colonies of bees gave a yield of considerably over 
200 Ibs. per hive. 


EXPERIMENTAL WORK 

Experimental work was carried on at the Agricultural Col- 
lege and also at the writer’s home apiary at Clandeboye. Valu- 
able information was obtained as to methods of swarm control 
in colonies for extracted honey. The Alexander method has 
proved very satisfactory to Manitoba conditions. 

Last winter an ex (periment was conducted dealing with the 
outside wintering of bees. The object was to find, if possible, 
some sure way to winter bees. The results from this experiment 
passed our most sanguine expectations. The coming winter will 
see one hundred and fifty odd colonies wintered in this Way in 
Manitoba. This should determine the best method of outside 
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wintering. The experiment is of vital importance to Manitoba 
beekeepers. ‘The average winter loss is high, especially with 
those keeping only a few colonies. 

Several beekeepers are rearing queen bees. Superior stock 
ean be purchased in Manitoba, thus keeping our money at home 
and at the same time lessening the danger of introducing bee 
diseases. This is one of the advantages derived from experi- 
mental work. Queen rearing in Manitoba was first demon- 
strated at the Agricultural College, Winnipeg.

ADVERTISING MANITOBA HONEY. 


The honey yield was so large this year that certain bee- 
keepers had some difficulty in disposing of their crop locally at 
a suitable price. It was deemed advisable to advertise the 
superior quality of Manitoba honey in some special way. This 
was done by placing a display in one of The T. Eaton 
Jo.’s large Portage Avenue windows. ‘This display, besides 
advertising the different grades of honey, showed a map of 
Manitoba with little stars indicating where bees are kept. The 
food value of honey, as compared with other staple articles of 
food, was displayed by means of a large colored picture. Two 
observation hives containing live bees, together with several 
pictures of Manitoba apiaries, completed the exhibit. 


BEES ON DEMONSTRATION FARM, 


Bees placed on the Demonstration Farm at Killarney gave 
a very satisfactory honey yield for colonies moved during the 
honey flow. Two hives gave 115 lbs. of honey with an increase 
of one colony. A generous supply of honey was also left with 
the bees for winter food. In every case where bees were placed 
on demonstration farms, the results have been satisfactory. 
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INSTRUCTION. 


During the year lectures were given on Beekeeping and 
Animal Husbandry subjects at the Short Courses held in differ- 
ent parts of the Province. In addition, many illustrated ad- 
dresses on beekeeping were given in schools, churches, and 
special meetings held during the past year. 

Lectures were also given during the fall term to the students 
at the Agricultural College. In this connection the writer thinks 
it would be advisable to give a more complete course on bee- 
keeping to the students, as there are thousands of dollars’ worth

of honey remaining ungathered each year in Manitoba for the 
want of competent beekeepers. 

The circulating lecture library was taken advantage of by 
many beekeepers and others interested in this subject during the 
past year. 


BEEKEEPERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


It is gratifying to note that the number of members of the 
Manitoba Beekeepers’ Association is on the increase, which goes 
to show a great awakening of interest in this important work in 
our Province.

oe during the year was that of arranging with the 


Post Office Department at Ottawa for 
post free carriage of at least a portion of 
the agricultural bulletins which the De- 
partment and Manitoba Agricultural Col- 
lege might wish to publish. Previously, 
bulletins had not been published period- 
ically, and as the Post Office Department regulations do not 
recognize for free carriage such bulletins as do not belong to a 
regularly approved series of a periodical nature, arrangements 
were made with the Postmaster-General that this Department 
should publish monthly bulletins to be known as the Manitoba 
Farmers’ Library series. The Manitoba. Agricultural College 
undertook to write almost all, if not quite all, of these bulletins, 
and those so far published, including two numbers, one for issue 
in December, 1916, and another for issue in January, 1917, both 
almost ready to mail, are as follow :—

The indications at present are that the growing demand 
for the agricultural publications of the Province will exhaust 
the stocks of several of the circulars and bulletins, and that more 
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up-to-date treatises of the subjects will immediately be pre- 
pared. This, I feel, is a very healthy sign. It is also apparent 
that, with the rapidly growing correspondence of this Branch 
and a wider enquiry for agricultural literature, larger issues of 
most future bulletins will require to be printed. 


CO-OPERATION WITH DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION. 


An arrangement has recently been entered into with the 
Department of Education whereby 2,000 copies of many of our 
future publications will be especially prepared for placing in 
school libraries within the Province, the distribution of these 
being effected by the Department of Education. There can be 
no doubt that the most promising field for agricultural educa- 
tion lies among the young people of the Province, and co-opera- 
tion between the Department of Agriculture and the Department 
of Edueation in placing agricultural literature in the hands of 
the school boys and girls of Manitoba should not only prove to 
be an economical arrangement in so far as the expense of pub- 
lishing is concerned, but also, before long, result in building up 
in each school a considerable number of reference works on agri- 
cultural subjects; and the character of the literature placed by 
this arrangement before the Manitoba boys and girls should be 
of the most practical, authoritative and intimately local nature. 


ANNOUNCEMENT OF AGRICULTURAL LITERATURE. 


During the year this Branch has taken occasion, as oppor- 
tunity sug evested, of advertising in the leading farm and provin- 
cial newspapers the agricultural bulletins and other literature 
available for free distribution to the people of Manitoba. Also 
the Publications Branch has been represented at a few of the 
exhibitions of the Province, the purpose being to introduce the 
Department’s agricultural literature to as many people as pos- 
sible. 

SERVICE TO THE PRESS. 

One of the most needed and undoubtedly appreciated lines 
of activity carried on by me during the year has been the pre- 
paration and circulation to the press of articles on current agri- 
cultural topics. In some cases special articles relative to the 
agricultural possibilities, accomplishments, methods or outlook 
of Manitoba have been published in various newspapers or other 
prints. Early in the year I compiled for the Agricultural War 
Book of Canada the various articles written by Manitoba 
writers, and on several occasions have furnished articles to the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture for publication in the 
Agricultural Gazette of Canada. 3ut by all means the most 
generally useful activity in this direction has been the issuing to 
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A Manitoba Clover Field, just north of Winnipeg, 1916. 
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the press at large of a series of multi-graphed news-letters. 
These news-letters have been sent out almost every week, and 
each has contained an average of perhaps four or five short news 
articles, giving such agricultural information as the Department 
or the Agricultural College might wish to present just at that 
moment, and such as should make an appeal to the reading 
public. These articles, in their original form, have been very 
widely printed, not only in Manitoba, but in almost all, if not 
quite all, the other provinces of Canada. In many other cases in 
which the articles have not been presented in their original form, 
the information furnished has still been used as the basis of 
such articles as editors were otherwise preparing. The result 
in both cases has been decidedly beneficial. These news-letters 
are now being mailed to every newspaper in Manitoba that is 
believed to have any interest in agriculture and to every farm 
paper in Canada. 

Karly in the year there was commenced the publication of a 
series of agricultural articles in several of the non-English news- 
papers of the Province. These articles have been published in 
newspapers of the Swedish, Norwegian, Icelandic, German, 
French, Ruthenian and Polish languages. Some of the articles 
have been written by members of the staff of the Agricultural 
College, but most of them I have prepared myself. The titles of 
these articles have been as follows :—

The intensely practical nature of these subjects will be seen; 
also from their succession it will be evident that an effort was 
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made to issue them at just that season of the year when they 
would be of most value. 

It is not felt that the publishing of these articles in papers 
of other than the English language indicates in any way a decline 
from the Provincial policy of making English the domimant lan- 
guage of Manitoba. The necessity of giving to the non-English 
speaking peoples of this Province just ‘such ‘agricultur al inform- 
ation as these articles have imparted has long been urged by 
those who have studied the situation at close range; and, indeed, 
the immediate and direct result of their publication must be to 
stimulate a study of English, especially on the part of younger 
people, because the brevity enforced upon the writer drove him 
constantly to refer to our longer bulletins in the English lan- 
guage in which the subject could be found more exhaustively 
discussed. 


CROP INFORMATION. 


For many seasons the Department has published, twice a 
year, a crop bulletin, one issue of which has been compiled in 
June with another issue appearing in December. Although steps 
have been taken to enlarge the scope of these bulletins (espe- 
cially the December issue), it has been felt that the Department 
could render good service to the press, and through it to the 
public, by gathering, about every fortnight during the summer 
and autumn, short reports upon the condition of agriculture in 
representative districts. These reports, commenced on May 15 
and continuing until November 1st, were based upon reports 
from district representatives, farmer members of the Legisla- 
ture and other prominent and reliable agricultural authorities. 
These reports were each mailed to about 450 addresses and were 
eagerly welcomed by banks, business houses and the public 
generally. 


MAILING, 


The installation during the year of an addressing machine, 
accompanied by the compilation of such lists of names as seemed 
expedient, has made it possible as never before to carry on a 
vigorous distribution of printed matter direct to farmers and 
publie officials, and those citizens of Manitoba who wish to be 


placed upon our mailing lists should communicate their request 
to this Branch. 


ADVERTISING. 

The nature of advertising handled by this Branch has 
changed considerably during the year. Formerly the Publica- 
tions Branch handled the advertising of an immigration nature. 
With the reorganization during the year of the Immigration and 
Colonization Branch, this work has naturally been taken up by 
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that office. The Publications Branch has continued, however, 
to prepare and place the advertising for agricultural short 
courses and other similar events. 


PRINTING HANDLED. 


The literature handled by this Branch has been of a very 
miscellaneous nature, much of it being prepared by, and some of 
it beg used or distributed by, other branches of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture or the Agricultural College. A division of 
labor that has largely prevailed has been for the staff of the 
Agricultural College to write agricultural bulletins, circulars, 
posters, folders, ete., and for this Branch to superintend the 
printing and distribution. 

During the year we have passed through this Branch the

The appended figures 
show the exact volume of 
business transacted in the 
Winnipeg and St. Paul 
offices, as well as the number of newcomers to our 
Province from January to November 30th, 1916,’ 
as per statistics of the Dominion Immigration 
Department. 

Despite the war situation and the fact that the Inmigration 
and Colonization Branch had to be organized practically from its 
foundation, which in itself takes considerable time, I am glad to 
be able to report that quite satisfactory business was transacted 
and connections established which promise well for the increase 
of agricultural population of Manitoba in the near future. 


WINNIPEG OFFICE, 

Since the first of April a suitable and properly equipped 
office was maintained in Winnipeg at 439 Main Street. Its 
location midway between the C.P.R. station and the Union Sta- 
tion enables us to attract to the office transient west and south- 
bound landseekers. This will prove particularly valuable to our 
work when immigration again becomes normal. 

A well equipped and properly staffed office for the purpose 
of handling newcoming settlers is indeed a great asset in our 
work. It inspires confidence on the part of the immigrants in 
the information and advice given to them; also, it is the first 
Provincial Government institution with which they come in con- 
tact and upon which, therefore, they base their opinion regard- 
ine the Government itself. 


WORK IN UNITED STATES AND EASTERN CANADA. 
You are aware, Sir, that Manitoba is almost unknown in the 
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Interior of Manitoba Immigration and Colonization Office, 439 Main St., Winnipeg. 


DeparRTMENTAL Report For 1916. 


United States, practically the only field from which immigration 
ean be actively solicited and expected at the present time. The 
idea prevails popularly that the ‘‘Canadian West,’’ or the so- 
ealled ‘‘Last Best West,’’ begins at the western boundar y of our 
Province. 

Our work during the time covered by this report was chiefly 
confined to bringing to the attention of American and Eastern 
Canadian soil tillers the opportunities and advantages Manitoba 
has to offer to an experienced, industrious farmer, possessing’ 
some capital. This work will have to be vigorously prosecuted 
in future so as to establish Manitoba as an immigration-solicit- 
ing Provimee on an equal footing with the rest of the Canadian 


West. 


EXHIBITS. 


The modest, but very representative and well arranged dis- 
play of Manitoba soil products shown at several county fairs in 
the United States during the present year, together with judi- 
cious advertising in agricultural and small county papers, began 
to pave the road. toward focussing the attention of the American 
farmer on Manitoba as the place for an ambitious husbandman 
looking for a place where lands are cheap and productive, trans- 
portation facilities plentiful, markets good and near, social con- 
ditions established and congenial, education modern and govern- 
ment progressive. 

This, of course, had to be supplemented by personal inter- 
course, persistent correspondence, and the sending of suitable 
pamphlets and maps. 

The exhibit of a model Manitoba farm displayed by this 
Branch at the Canadian National Exhibition, at Toronto, created 
a great deal of most favorable comment on the part of ‘the gen- 
eral public and of the eastern press, but above all appealed very 
greatly to the Eastern Canadian farmers, who in large numbers 
eagerly sought information concerning oeneral farming condi- 
tions and prices of land in Manitoba. 

It is significant and very gratifying to note that out of 261 
land inquiries that reached this office, 250 pertained to mixed 
farming; which proves that the pr re new settlers are of 
the class we are anxious to secure, and that Manitoba is becom- 
ing known as being not only the home of ‘‘ Manitoba No. 1 Hard? 
but the home of general mixed farming as well. 


COLONIZATION PHASES OF WORK. 


The work of this Branch is not confined to soliciting and 
attracting settlers only, a very important part of our work being 
to assist the new settlers after they reach the Province. 

Most of the desirable vacant lands open for cultivation in 
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the established communities are held in small parcels by indi- 
viduals, this making it rather difficult for a new arrival to 
ascer tain the location, prices and terms of payment for land that 
might prove suitable for him. 

Lack of such information was, to a great extent, responsible 
for many a desirable land seeker, who could otherwise have been 
induced to establish himself in Manitoba, moving further west 
to districts where American and Canadian land. operators, as 
well as the land departments of the Canadian Pacifie and Cana- 
dian Northern Railways, holding large tracts of land, were 
assisting in selection and purchase. The Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company has in Manitoba some two hundred thousand acres 
of inferior land, and the Canadian Northern about two hundred 
and fifty thousand acres of very good land, mostly in the north- 
ern part of the Province. This work of aiding settlers to select 
and purchase lands widely, has, in our Province, for the above 
mentioned reasons, to be car ried on by the Government; hence 
the adding to the scope of the Immigration Branch of the present 
colonization work. 


LAND LISTINGS. 


To that end the Inmigration and Colonization Branch is 
endeavoring to get listings ‘of lands directly from owners, and, 
although this work is only i in its organization st age, we had up 
to November 50th, 217 quarter sections listed. The purpose of 
the listings is both to compile intelligent information about 
vacant Manitoba farm lands and to enable the prospective settler 
to get information as to location, general description, prices and 

ta) 5 / Ss / 
terms of lands open for settlement. 

We assist in this way only those who wish to acquire land 
for cultivation. As evidence that the means adopted for assist- 
ing and protecting the newcoming settler appeals to and is com- 
mended by the land seekers themselves, I would like to reproduce 
an unsolicited letter recently received in the Winnipeg office 
from Knox, Indiana :—

yentlemen,—I have decided to locate March ist at Gladstone, Manitoba, where 
I have obtained a farm. I consider it my duty to notify you of the fact and 
tender my thanks to the gentlemen in your office for your kindness in safe- 
guarding my interests by advice and assistance. I fail to see how any settler can 
zo wrong if he will consult you before reaching a decision. I shall be only too 
happy to give the results of my experience to any inquirer or intending settler, 
thus to some extent wiping out the obligation I am under to you. This letter will 
oe followed by another giving names of parties to whom I suggest you send litera- 
ture.

HOMESTEAD ENTRIES. 


T would like to call your attention, Sir, to the fact that 
although the homestead entries in the Provinces of Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta for twelve months in the year 1913, the year 
immediately preceding the present war, were 14,425 and 11,038 
respectively, and only 4,194 in Saskatchewan and 4,799 in 
Alberta in the year 1916, in Manitoba the homestead entries were 
2.998 in 1913 and 2,449 in 1916. (The figures for 1916 covering 
the period from January 1st to November 30th.) The decrease 
per province is very strikingly in favor of Manitoba. 


LABOR. 


One of the very important and difficult problems this 
Branch had to confront and to solve was the supply and distri- 
bution of labor for the farmers of our Province. The shortage 
of help in Canada during the past spring, summer and fall was 
very acutely felt throughout the Dominion, east of the Rocky 
Mountains. 

Due to early, energetic and persistent activities on the part 
of this Branch, both locally and in the east, the publicity obtained 
and the assistance of the Grand Trunk Pacific, Canadian Pacific 
and Canadian Northern Railways, as well as of the Dominion 
Immigration Department, we were able to serve the farmers of 
Manitoba with help above our expectations. We have supplied 
and distributed from April to November 30th a total of 14,582 
farm laborers. 

The shortage of female farm help is very acute, and I feel 
that some means will have to be found to relieve the situation 
during the coming year. 


LITERATURE, 


During the period covered by this report we have distri- 
buted a total of 76,119 pamphlets, folders and bulletins, of which 
2) QO vee ~ = Be : . = 
63,825 were of the new issue published since the Immigration 
Branch was reorganized. 

As a proof that the type of pamphlet this Branch is publish- 
ing achieves the desired results, [ allow myself to quote a part of 
a letter from Mr. Charles Eddingfield, of Caddoa, Colorado, in 
which he says :— 

I have always farmed; was born and raised in Kansas, but could not handle 
stock there, so I came to Colorado and am: homesteading at present. I want to 
see your country next August. I had thought of going to Saskatchewan until I 


read your book, “Farming in Manitoba,” and have changed my mind. Please send 
me other pamphlets. 
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Mr. Eddingfield’s communication is a sample of many 
letters received by this Branch. 


CLERICAL WORK. 


The clerical work during the past fiscal year was rather 
heavy, as you will see from the appended summary of the report. 
During the eight months, or since the new office was opened, 
2.132 letters were written and 2,091 received; 1,700 follow-up 
immigration letters, 1,200 circular letters re land listing, and 
19,000 farm labor circular letters; or a total of 26,123 pieces of 
mail matter, exclusive of pamphlets and maps, were received and 
sent. To accomplish all this and to carry on the office work 
systematically and efficiently, required the whole-hearted appli- 
cation to the duties of every one connected with the work of the 
Winnipeg office. 

The co-operation on the part of the various members of the 
Department and of the Agricultural College helped our work 
very greatly during the past year. 

I am also enclosing the reports made to me by Mr. W. M. 
Tngram, the Immigration Commissioner, and Mr. A. 8. Black, 
the Travelling Immigration Representative, stationed at St. 
Paul, Minn.

Report From St. Paul Office 


St. Paul, Minn, 
November 29th, 1916. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF IMMIGRATION AND COLONIZATION, 
Winnipeg. 


Sir,—I have the honor to submit herewith the following 
report of the work carried on in the St. Paul office during the 
past ten months, since the Manitoba office of Immigration and 
Colonization was opened here. : 

_ Notwithstanding the very unusual conditions which pre- 
vailed on account of the war, a great number of people interested 
in Manitoba have called or written this office durine the past 
ten months. In the early part of the season there were a great 
many inquiries for farm helpers, and a good number were sent 
up. I enclose a statement of the number of personal inquiries 
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at the office, also the number of inquiries by mail. In a great 
percentage of the cases where application was made for work, 
the parties were also desirous of securing either a homestead or 
wished to purchase land. 

During the period covered by this report a number of people 
were sent to Manitoba. 

We had an exhibit at the following fairs, which were 
attended by Travelling Immigration Representative, Mr. A. S. 
Black, or myself :— 

Mankato, Minn. Fairbury, Ill. 
Fairfield, Lowa. Mason City, Iowa. 
LaCrosse, Wis. 

A great number of pamphlets and literature was handed 
out at these fairs, and many names were secured of parties ask- 
ing for information, and who became interested in Manitoba. 
In every instance the names of these parties were taken, litera- 
ture has been sent to them, and they have been written to; and a 
number of these have actually gone to Manitoba. In a general 
way, however, I do not expect we will obtain the full results 
until after the war is over, as in almost every case that has been 
the cause of people not wishing to locate there at the present 
time. Iam fully convinced, however, that as soon as the war is 
over many settlers from the United States will settle in our 
Provinee, as they have expressed a desire to do so. 

I think, from the past season’s experience, that the best 
results will be by having an exhibit at a number of small county 
fairs, as this is the proper method in which to get in personal 
touch with the farmers of the different communities. I would 
advise, however, that we be suppled with more pamphlets in 
connection with Manitoba, such as a small pamphlet on Mixed 
Farming, with others on Stock Raising, Bee Culture, Sheep 
Raising, and many other subjects which can be dealt with in 
short form. Jam enclosing a statement of the inquiries we have 
had in the St. Paul office during the year. 

A number of actual prospects we have in view have been 
suppled with letters and pamphlets. In many cases we have 
had actual results from this work, and a number of good settlers 
have been sent to Manitoba during the past ten months.

Sir,—I beg to submit herewith report of my work for the 
period ending November 30th, 1916. 


During the time above mentioned I gave 102 letters of in- 
troduction to the Winnipeg office to parties who have actually 
left the United States and whom I have witnessed purchase rail- 
way tickets to some point in Manitoba through personal per- 
suasion. In conjunction with this I beg to state that a total of 
279 very promising prospects are on hand, whose intention it is 
to emigrate to Manitoba next spring, while numerous doubtful 
prospects are receiving persuasive attention. 


T would like to emphasize particularly the fact that is being 
impressed upon me stronger and stronger during my travels in 
promoting the immigration work of our Province: that the people 
of the United States, generally speaking, are not aware that 
Manitoba is a Province. Most of them have heard and know of 
Winnipeg, but do not know what the name Manitoba represents ; 
and our immediate work is to impress upon the people that we 
are anxious to increase our farming population, and have oppor- 
tunities to offer which ean hardly be equalled by any other part 
of the American continent. 


I also beg to advise you that as a result of attending fairs I 
have a list of 155 names who may be considered as prospective 
Manitoba settlers in the near future.

so effectively enforced The Game Protection Act 
as during the past year. This I attribute to a number of co- 
ordinated influences, foremost of which, of course, is the em- 
ployment of a more adequate field force and the passage of a 
much improved Game Protection Act at the last session of the 
Legislature. 

Under the supervision of your Commissioners, Messrs. 
Waugh and Richards, this Branch has greatly improved its effi- 
ciency from time to time. The services of these gentlemen have 
greatly benefited this Branch, and are aiding us in the establish- 
ment of a more perfect system of protecting, conserving and 
perpetuating our wild life. The results of the efforts of our 
Commission will be more fully recognized and appreciated by 
our citizens as time goes on. 

The arm of the law has been extended to new fields, and 
an increased prestige gained by the personal contact of our 
game guardians with the residents of rural districts, and the 
prompt manner in which violations of the law have been dealt 
with. Our deputies have been instructed to pursue, at all times, 
an educational policy, impressing upon all those with whom they 
come in contact the strict observance of the game laws as a moral 
obligation consistent with good citizenship. 

The magnitude of the task of enforcing the Provincial Game 
Act ean be appreciated only by a comprehensive study of the 
vast territory that lies within the boundaries of Manitoba. 

The cosmopolitan population of this area tends greatly to 
increase the difficulties of those entrusted from time to time with 
the making and enforcing of our game laws, more especially 
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when we consider that thousands of square miles are accessible 
only by canoe, dog train or on foot. 


MENACE TO GAME, 


Automobiles—The use of the automobile constitutes a 
serious menace to the grouse family. A sportsman can take out 
iwo dogs, hunt them time about and cover many times as much 
ground and do much more execution than formerly. Prohibition 
ef shooting from automobiles or using automobiles to hunt 
prairie chicken, grouse or partridge, would greatly tend to in- 
crease the species. 


Poison—Our Branch finds great difficulty in securing con- 
victions against persons using strychnine. Poison bait is used 
for killing wolves and foxes, but many other fur animals are 
killed by taking the bait. I am informed that the use of poison 
is a very serious menace to the stock industry of the Province, 
as well as to game. In setting out poison great carelessness is 
shown, resulting in the loss of innumerable game and insectivor- 
ous birds, causing possibly a greater loss to the Province 
through this cause than any benefit that can be gained by the 
reduction of the gophers. The Act provides for the manner in 
which gopher poison may be used, and I propose to make an 
effort to enforce the section covering this. 

In setting out poison, fishermen take a small whitefish or 
tulibee, tear a groove along the back with a sharp stick or knife, 
put the poison into the cut and close it up again to freeze. I am 
informed that these baits are sometimes very carelessly left 
lying around on the ice. Where fishing operations are going on 
there is a danger of these poisoned fish being boxed and result 
in death to human beings. 


SUPPLY OF INDIVIDUAL SPECIES. 


The following detailed information concerning the supply 
of game will be found of interest :— 


Moose Deer.—These magnificent animals appear to be hold- 
ing their own against the encroachment of settlement, the 
ravages of fire, predatory animals, ete. Their places of refuge 
from fire and molestation are the game preserves and those 
portions of the Province where muskeg and rock bar the path of 
the pioneer and at the same time provide natural fire euards to 
their food supply. They have, however, been driven awav from 
certain districts. 


Elk Deer-—These commanding, stately creatures inhabit 
the Riding Mountain, and are found in fair numbers in the 
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vicinity of the Montago River, which flows north through the 
territory lying between Lakes Winnipeg and Manitoba, empty- 
ing into Sturgeon Bay. Also there are a few stragglers to be 
found in some other hilly and isolated districts, though elk are 
never seen in that portion of the Province lying to the east of the 
Red River and Lake Winnipeg. They are not considered to be 
nolding their own, and should be studied closely each season with 
a view to giving them protection when the time arrives to better 
assist their conservation. One of the most necessary things in 
ensuring and perpetuating a good supply of this species of deer 
is the placing of keepers to patrol the boundary lines of the areas 
already set apart and known as the Riding Mountain and Lake 
St. Martin Game Preserves. 


Jumping Deer.—These deer are found in more or less 
abundance in every part of the Province, and are increasing. 


Cariboo.—F ound in large numbers north of The Pas and 
also on the east side of Lake Winnipeg. ‘They come in large 
herds to the muskegs through which the Poplar River passes, 


Owing to Violation of the Game Protection Act, many Confiscations occur. 


appearing about October 30th, and smaller droves go as far 
south as the C.P.R. main line. A few stragglers are occasion- 
ally to be found as far south as Whitemouth Lake. 
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FUR-BEARING ANIMALS. 

Marten and Fisher-—The supply is very scarce. These 
valuable fur animals are fast disappearing as settlement en- 
croaches upon their haunts. Mr. Ernest Thompson Seton says: 
‘Of all the animals in my fur ranch, which include mink, marten, 
otter, skunk and wild cats, none have responded more quickly to 
attempts at training than the marten; I have great expectation 
of developing a most manageable strain.’’ 


Mink.—The supply of mink is considered to be fairly good, 
considering the numbers being taken in some of the older trap- 
ping grounds. 


Muskrat.—The supply, compared to recent years, is fairly 
good, but compared to twenty years ago, or even ten, the conelu- 
sion is forced upon us that these timid inhabitants of our waste 
lands must be better protected. It is the opinion of many that 
fall and winter killing of rats should be prohibited, and that the 
open season should date from March 1st to May Ist. The fol- 
lowing specific reasons have been advanced in favor of prohibit- 
ing the fall and winter killing of muskrats: 


1. A large catch is taken in the fall or early winter when 
skins are ‘j Askin that might be taken in November 
skins are unprime. Askin that might be taken in November: 
would be worth twice as much if taken in Mareh or April, thus 
thousands of dollars more money would come into the Provinee 
annually and find its way to the trappers’ pockets and, incident- 
ally, supply a stimulus to all branches of trade if fall and winter 
killing were prohibited. 


2. In the fall and early winter catch is a large percentage 
of kits. These are worth at present prices from five to fifteen 
cents. By spring these rats are nearly full grown, and are 
worth, on the basis which I have assumed above, an average 
value of forty cents. 


2] 


3. Fall and winter killing of rats, no matter how the Act is 
enforced, results in houses being broken. Rats molested will 
leave and improvise less elaborate quarters, in which they either 
starve or freeze in winter or drown in spring. 


The records of the London fur sales are of interest, and 
bear out the contention put forward that as a result of draining 
marshes and keen hunting due to high prices, pelts, such as 
muskrat, considered of little value twenty years ago, are now 
hunted in some loealities to the verge of extinetion. These fur 
statistics are as follows :—

The London Daily ‘‘Times,’’? commenting in their issue of 
March 19th, 1914, said: ‘‘It is no wonder that the once familiar 
‘muskrat house,’ which used to dot every lake and pond all over 
Canada and the United States, looking like great mole-hills 
sticking up among the rushes, are growing searce.’’ 


Beaver.—These animals are increasing rapidly, and are to 
be found in the midst of old settled districts, and in fact have 
been known to commit damage to arable land by building dams 
across small streams, causing water to back up and flood the 
surrounding country. Beavers have even been so daring as to

enter the town lots of some of the villages in this Province and 
cut down shade trees, and in some instances fruit trees in gar- 
dens. Especially has this been the case in Rapid City and 
Virden. In the last-mentioned town these animals were found 
destroying young trees on a nursery farm. This Branch has 
endeavored to check the beaver wherever damage was threat- 
ened. 


Otter.—These animals, reported to be scarce, are found 
north of The Pas, the Montago River, and east of Lake Win- 
nipeg. 


Foxes.—The time will no doubt soon come when the oppor- 
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tunities of fox farming will be recognized in Manitoba. If the 
exportation of live foxes from the Province were subject to an 
export tax, the breeding stock would not so largely be removed 
before that time is reached. 


The fur farming industry of Canada is now the largest in 
the world. The number of fur farms in operation in the various 
Provinces, according to Mr. J. Walter Jones, a recognized 
authority on the subject, is as follows:—Prince Edward Island, 
285; Nova Scotia, 310; New Brunswick, 47; Ontario, 30; Quebec, 
26; Manitoba, 2. A number of these provinces derive a large 
annual revenue from taxes imposed and licenses issued in con- 
nection with fur farming. 


GAME BIRDS. 


Prairie Chicken, other Grouse and Partridge——These birds 
are known to be very searce in all parts of the Province. <A 
variety of unfortunate circumstances have brought about the 
present scarcity. The hatching seasons of 1915 and 1916 were 
bad, and the severe winter intervening has had much more to do 
with the scarcity of these birds than any other cause known to 
this Branch. However, there are many other minor causes con- 
tributing to the scarcity of these birds, such as the mortality 
caused by predatory animals, crows, hawks, wood-ticks, ete. It 
has been suggested to me that there should be a bounty offered 
for the taking of crows, and that the wolf bounty be increased 
sufficiently to encourage hunters, sportsmen and others to take 
these predatory animals, which are becoming very numerous and 
are an increasing menace to all kinds of game animals and birds 
as well as domestic fowls. The bounty on timber wolves should 
be considerably increased and apply to all parts of the Province. 

Most of our game guardians, many sportsmen and others 
have recommended that the season for taking prairie chicken, 
partridge and other grouse be closed and left closed until such 
birds again become plentiful. Efforts are being made to secure 


the co-operation of the sister provinces of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. 


Bounty on Crows.—In connection with the proposed close 
season on prairie chicken and partridges, I sent out a great many 
circulars to all parts of the Province asking for information as 
to these native game birds, and invariably the reason given for 
their scarcity was the ravages of the crow, and I am con- 
vineed that these poachers do more to reduce the number 
of prairie chickens than any other agency, and I feel that in econ- 
Junction with the proposed close season a bounty of ten cents 
should be placed on each crow and five cents on each crow’s egg. 
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Wild Duck.—-These birds are reported plentiful in all the 
big marshes, and especially wherever wild rice grows. It was a 
good move to stop the sale and barter of these birds, as the 
supply could not possibly stand the wholesale slaughter by so 
many professional market shooters who practised their profes- 
sion from the beginning of the sale season to its close. 


Wild Geese.—These birds are not seen in as large numbers 
and were not ‘reported to be as plentiful as in former years, 
though this may be accounted for to some extent in that these 
birds frequently change their flight; also, owing to weather con- 
ditions, they often pass over unnoticed during the night. Geese 
hatch in large numbers in the Province wherever there are 
muskeg lakes sufficiently remote from settlement. A great many 
sportsmen have recommended the prohibition of spring shooting.

EVOLUTION AND ECONOMIC VALUE OF OUR BIRD LIFE. 
Other Birds. 


In a report of this kind brief reference should be made to 
our birds generally. Most efforts in the past have been for the 
protection of our so-called game birds, while the beautiful birds 
which brighten and cheer our homes and surroundings have had 
little or no attention. Not only the nests of our common and 
most valuable birds have been destroyed, but the birds them- 
selves have been killed by careless boys and juvenile hunters, 
who little know their value to our Province. 

The Red River Valley is one of the great bird routes of the 
world. The birds leave the northern part of South America and 
the Mexican Gulf, migrate up the Mississippi Valley, continue 
up the Red River to the tundras and plains of the north to hatch 
their young and to return again in the autumn. On their way 
they often settle in the neighborhood of Winnipeg. Last year 
399 varieties of birds were recorded throughout the Province 
(including water birds), while 190 land birds were recorded in 
Winnipeg alone. In 1915, on June Ist, one observer saw 70 
varieties in Kildonan Park. According to a report received, it 
was a common thing to go out any morning in May and June of 
that year and observe 40 varieties. 

New birds are continually coming into the Provinee, and 
with the planting of groves of trees new varieties are being 
observed, especially in the western part of the Province. 

The Searlet Tanager, although once or twice observed here 
before, was frequently seen last summer. 

The Lark Sparrow has moved north from the Dakotas. 
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The Yellow-throated Vireo and the Yellow-winged Warbler 
are also new arrivals. 

Other strangers from the south are the Mourning Dove, 
some members of the Swallow family, the Pinnated Grouse, 
Osprey, and California Kite. The Goshawk, as well as the 
Golden and Bald Eagles, are becoming much more numerous 
than in former years. 

The Northern Phalarope, whose route is from the Hudson 
Bay down along the Atlantic Coast to the Gulf, has recently been 
seen in this Province going by the interior route. 

A wrong impression exists about the injury done by some of 
our birds, especially the different types of hawks. The Cooper’s 
Hawk, Sharp-shinned Hawk and the Goshawk do destroy fowl, 
but apart from these three the destruction by hawks is almost 
negligible. The so-called hen hawks, namely the Red Shouldered 
and Red Tailed Hawks, are harmless. Examination made in the 
stomachs of 220 Red Shouldered Hawks by Dr. Fisher, of the 
Agricultural Department at Washington, showed that only three 
contained remains of poultry, 102 contained mice, 92 insects, 40 
moles, 59 contained frogs and snakes, while the Sparrow Hawks 
had nothing but grasshoppers. 

More literature relative to the value of these much abused 
birds should be circulated. This suggestion applies also to other 
predatory birds, such as owls, ete. 

It is now nearly a century since the Smithsonian Institute 
at Washington first made research into what was then a closed 
book to the world, namely, the wild life of the Great Lone Land, 
or, as Lord Dufferin epigramatically termed it, the Land of 
Illimitable Distances. This territory until quite recently was 
exploited by several large fur-trading companies and free trad- 
ers, Whose one endeavor was to extend their trade, secure more 
furs, and realize greater profits annually. To-day a large por- 
tion of this domain falls within the boundaries of Manitoba, and 
the Game Branch is aggressively putting forth every effort in 
the direction of the conservation of our wild life. 

In the administration of this great work, many problems 
present themselves for solution. Our game animals and birds 
must be perpetuated and regarded by this generation as a sacred 
trust. The insectivorous birds wage an unremitting warfare on 
insect life, and thus on their numbers depends the agricultural 
future of our Province. 

In conclusion, it is a matter of great satisfaction to note that 
the principle of game protection is becoming almost universal. A 
spirit of co-operation prevails not only between the provinces 
of Canada but also between Canada and the United States, as is 
manifest in the Weeks-McLean Act, passed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment at Washington, the specific purpose of which is to pro- 
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tect birds of passage on their migratory flights, and also prohibit 
shooting of birds in the spring or nesting season. 


EDUCATIONAL WORK NEEDED. 


In the wild life of the Province we have one of the state’s 
most valuable assets, so the conservation of this wild life 
becomes a vital problem. There is needed an edueational cam- 
paign as well as a legislative one; for laws are most effective 
when supported by public sentiment. Therefore, this campaign 
becomes most effective in the public schools of the Province, for 
when children realize that the wild life and the rest of the natural 
resources are the property of the state, and not of one indi- 
vidual, then will we be able to protect them properly and with 
the full support of the people as a whole. This, we believe, will 
be brought about through the education of the young, for the 
protecting of our natural resources in the years to come will be 
in the hands of the boys and girls of to-day, our future law- 
makers. This would seem to be an opportune time for the 
Department of Education to have placed in the schools a text 
book treating of the wild life of the Provinee, its economic value, 
and the question of conservation. 


The Game Branch owes much to the Department of Educa- 
tion, whose executive have always most cordially given us their 
valuable support and co-operation. T would strongly urge the 
necessity of a campaign among the school children in an effort 
to educate them as to the benefits to agriculture from our bird 
life, and would suggest the employment of a qualified person to 
address each school in the Province along these lines. 

Through the medium of the School Journal and Bulletin, 
we were enabled to place before the children of the Province 
certain literature in regard to the value to agriculture of insecti- 
yorous and other birds. We feel that much good will result 
when the children understand thoroughly the economic value of 
our birds. 


LEGISLATION. 


At the 1916 session of the Legislature the Game Protection 
Act, being chapter 75 of the Revised Statutes of Manitoba and all 
amendments thereto, was repealed, and a new Act, being Chap- 
ter 44 of 6, George V., was substituted therefor. The operation 
of the new Act has proved most satisfactory, although some few 
changes are necessary. 

The prohibition of the sale and barter of geese and ducks 
was enacted. This was no doubt wise legislation, as the supply 
could not possibly keep up under the wholesale slaughter that 
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took place when commercial shooting was allowed. The fur 
traders’ license system has been extended to apply to the old part 
of the Province, as it did formerly to the new part. Many fur 
traders’ licenses have been issued for that part, considerably 
augmenting our revenue and placing us in possession of valu- 


able statistics relating to the fur trade of the Province. 


GAME PRESERVES. 


We already have set aside ten areas as game preserves, six 
of which were legislated for at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture. At the same session four townships were added to the 
Riding Mountain Game Preserve, making it the most valuable in 
the Province, not only on account of its timber, water supply and 
general topography, but because it contains the greatest diversi- 
fied supply of big game, fur animals, and birds, of any other area 
that we know of. Jam pleased to be able to state that the people 
of Manitoba can feel a sense of proprietorship and pride in the 
reflection that they possess the largest herd of elk deer in their 
natural state to be found in the Dominion of Canada, and pos- 
sibly the North American continent. 

The setting aside of game preserves, properly inaugurated 
and established, is the most effective means of protecting and 
perpetuating a supply of game that can possibly be devised. The 
larger these areas are the more certain are they to prove a per- 
fect sanctuary for game. Work in connection with the various 
game preserves is as follows :— 

Turtle Mountain.—Black iron notices posted up, 34. These 
notices were renewals, and were placed every half-mile and at 
every road leading to the preserve. 

Riding Mountain.—Black iron notices posted up, 24. These 
notices were placed along the north boundary and on roads lead- 
ing into the preserve. 

Lake St. Martin.—Black iron notices posted up, 52. These 
notices were placed along the western boundary or east shore of 
Lake St. Martin. 

Spruce Woods.—Black iron notices posted up, 50. These 
notices were placed along the boundary and at roads leading into 
the said preserve. 

Dog Head Point.—Black iron notices posted up, 65. Forty 
of these notices were placed up along the south boundary of the 
preserve. ‘I'wenty-five notices were also placed along the east 
shore of Fisher Bay, or western boundary of said preserve 

xed Deer Point.—Black iron notices posted up, 35. 


SPECIAL GAME GUARDIANS, 


The temporary appointment of eighteen special deputy 
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game guardians on salary, to enforce the Act during the season, 
enabled us more effectively to deal with the work of this Branch. 
These men were located in all the principal game districts of the 
Province with instructions to rigidly enforce the Act. As a 
result of the activities of these officers, together with the assist- 
ance of our permanent staff, we were successful in securing 152 
convictions. In addition to this, 135 investigations were made 
where there was not sufficient evidence collected to secure con- 
victions. 


The moral effect of the season’s work will be very far- 
reaching, and undoubtedly bring about a much better observance 
of the law. The aim of this Branch is to secure a better observ- 
ance of the game laws, rather than the securing of convictions, 
believing it wiser to prevent violations than to penalize persons 
after the damage has been done. This is in accordance with the 
old adage, ‘‘ Prevention is better than cure.’’ 


SPECIAL GAME INSPECTORS. 


This season we had five inspectors located at the different 
railway stations. Sportsmen and others leaving the city in quest 
of game were checked up, and obliged to produce their game

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licenses, and on their return their game bags were inspected. 
This resulted in many more game licenses being sold, and also 
helped to keep hunters within the bag limit. 

Through the vigilance of one of our inspectors, information 
was secured and communicated to the chief game warden of 
Alberta, which resulted in a conviction for exporting wild ducks 
contrary to the laws of that Province. 


EXPRESS AND TRANSPORTATION COMPANIES. 


The officers and executive of the large transportation com- 
panies have co-operated with us, and by so doing demonstrated 
their interest in ‘‘game protection’’ in the manner most appre- 
ciated by this Branch. <A reduced rate of transportation was 
issued to our field men, which tended greatly to increase the 
efficiency of our staff. 

The express companies have extended to us every courtesy 
and much facilitated the efforts of our Branch in tracing up 
consignments under suspicion. All shipments of game were 
held by the express and transportation companies subject to our 
inspection and release, and by their prompt action in this con- 
nection have rendered a great service to the cause of game pro- 
tection.

Dear Sir,—The Killarney Provincial Demonstration Farm 
consists of 74.84 acres, situated on the south side of the bay, 
about one-half mile from the town of Killarney. The proximity 
to the body of water makes the farm particularly suited to fruit 
tree growing; as well we have a considerable amount of trees 
and scrub to protect from the north and west. 

An eight-year rotation and a small amount of cultural work 
is all the cereal work that is being carried on, besides the pro- 
duction of feed for the live stock. In producing the feed we are 
aiming to carry out some experimental work in forage crop pro- 
duction, and also to demonstrate the production and use of these 
feeds. 


BUILDINGS. 


The buildings are all frame, and consist of :— 

House, 28x30 ft., with outside kitchen 12x14 feet, and ver- 
andah across front and part of two sides. This house has a hot 
water heating system and a hot and cold water attachment to the 
range. The septic tank for sewage disposal is quite complete, 
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Buildings on the Killarney Demonstration Farm. 


and is a boiler plate tank with necessary automatic valves and 
the drain pipes. The electricity for lighting is brought from 
the town electric ight plant. 

Barn, 56x40 feet; capacity, five horses and box stall, and 
six cattle and box stall; self-supporting roof and Rutherford 
system of ventilation. 

Poultry house, 14x28 feet; cotton front and straw loft. This 
is large enough to accommodate about 100 hens. 

Machinery shed, 22x50 feet, with seven feet studs. This 
shed is the size recommended for the average half-section 
Farmer. 

LIVE STOCK. 


At present only horses, cattle and poultry are being kept. 
The poultry is a farm flock of ‘‘hred-to- lay’’ Barred Plymouth

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Rocks. Eggs will be supplied to farmers for hatching purposes. 

Only four work horses are kept. Feeding work is being car- 
ried on to demonstrate the economical winter feeding of horses 
and cattle. A herd of grade milking Shorthorn cows is being 
developed. Good grade cows are selected, and a bull from a 
recognized milking Shorthorn cow is being purchased. Records 
are being kept, and if the cows do not come up to a certain stand- 
ard they will be turned off to the butcher. Up to the present no 
figures can be given on the production of the cows. 


FIELD CROPS. 


Owing to the bad season, the crops were below the average. 
The grain in many cases was so poor that it was not threshed, 
and some that was threshed yielded very poorly. The early 
sown grain in every case was fairly good, the wheat yielding as 
high as 27 bushels and 20 pounds, oats 54 bushels, and barley 50. 


Harvesting Corn on Killarney Demonstration Farm. 


The late grain yielded: Wheat, 2% bushels; oats, 22; barley, 24; 
spring rye, 30 bushels and 20 Ibs. The rust was very bad on all 
crops, but the heat just in blossoming time caused greater 
damage than did the rust. 

The crop of fodder corn was an entire success, yields run- 
ning approximately 12 tons per acre, and of particularly good 
quality. While we do not have a silo for storing the corn, it is 
making really good winter feed, brought right from the field. 

The roots yielded: Turnips, 14% tons per acre; mangels, 10 
tons (the mangels did not germinate very well, so the yield is 
rather low); carrots, 8% tons. The roots are all stored in the 
barn and are fed every day to the stock in addition to the corn, 
grain and oat straw. 
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HORTICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 


We have approximately five hundred fruit trees and bushes 
planted, including standard apples, crab apples, plums, cherries, 
gooseberries, currants, raspberries and Beta grapes. These 
have not started to produce vet, but are all doing exceptionally 
well. 


BEES, 


Two hives of. bees were purchased rather late in the season, 
and besides producing 115 pounds of good honey they multi- 
plied to three hives and had a good full store for winter. The 
bees, when started early, will be our best paying proposition for 
money invested. 


RELATION OF THE FARM TO THE FARMER. 


Judging by the number of visits from farmers and business 
men, the farm is highly appreciated by every one. The only 
criticism is that the farm is too small. 


Farmers are anxious to see the plans of the building, 
methods of farming and methods of feeding the live stock. We 
aim to supply all information possible, by bulletin and personal 
explanation, and as well demonstrate practical up-to-date 
methods in all lines of work.

Report of the Extension Service of 
Manitoba Agricultural College 


To rue HonovurRABLE THE MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IMMIGRATION. 
Winnipeg. 


Sir,—By long odds the most progressive legislation, in so 
far as agricultural instruction for rural districts is concerned, 
passed during the last one hundred years, was the Agricultural 
Instruction Act in Canada and the Smith-Lever Act in the 
United States. When these Acts became law, certain funds 
were placed at the disposal of the individual provinces and 
states by the federal governments, to be used under certain 
limitations in promoting agriculture and home economics in 
each province and state. In Manitoba, possibly more than in 
any other province, the bulk of these funds has been expended 
in instruction and demonstration in the rural districts ; and while 
each year has brought with it new problems and new phases of 
old problems, we feel that progress is being made, although the 
more work there is accomplished, the more there seems yet left 
undone, until one almost despairs of ever being able to do even 
a part of it as well as it should be done. 


Since extension work is educational in character, it has been 
found of advantage to have the Extension Service an integral 
part of the Agricultural College, and the Extension Staff have 
recognized standing with the corresponding department of the 
college, and occasionally take the place of a regular college lec- 
turer while the latter appears on the programme at a short 
course school in the country or on the lecture platform. 


During the year the principal Extension activities have been 
carried on under the following divisions :— 
1. District Representatives. 


2. Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs. 

3. Short Course Schools. 

4. Home HKeconomies Societies. 
5. Libraries. 

6. Agricultural Societies.

General Extension Lectures. 
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DISTRICT REPRESENTATIVES 


Extension work reaches its greatest efficiency when each 
district has a man residing right in the community who knows 
local conditions and is able to apply the latest and best exper- 
ience to problems as he finds them. 


In Manitoba, ten graduates of the Agricultural College were 
assigned various districts, but as all of “them were young men, 
the ranks have been sadly depleted through enlistment, ‘and it 
has been found necessary to have the four men who are left 
undertake work of a more general character in order that other 
branches of Extension work, such as that of the Short Course 
Schools, Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs, Dairy, Seed and Poultry Im- 
provement work, ete., should be given proper attention. As 
soon as the war is over and the men return, this phase of Exten- 
sion work will receive particular attention. For the present, 
men with the experience and training necessary to make the work 
a success are not available. 


BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ CLUBS 


The most effective way of teaching agriculture and home 
economics seems to be through the Boys’ and Girls’ Club 
method. By this plan the pupils deal with specific, concrete 
problems that come within their everyday experience. 


In Manitoba there are over 100 central clubs with 800 branch 
elubs and a membership of 13,000. On account of so many of 
the district representatives enlisting, the problem of making the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club work a success has fallen on the teachers, 
inspectors and a large number of public-spirited citizens who 
recognize in this plan the most effective means of interesting the 
boys and girls in the work of the farm and home. 


The appended report g gives some idea of the proportions of 
this movement in Manitoba, as well as of the support which has 
been given to it by both the Department of Agriculture and the 
people themselves.

SHORT COURSE SCHOOLS 


During the past year, six agricultural short courses were 
held and 150 in home economics, and so well received were they 
that twenty-five were asked for in Agriculture alone. Unfor- 
tunately, it will not be possible to hold more than nineteen, and 
these have been arranged for at the following places :—

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The short courses this year have been planned specially for 
the boys between fifteen and eighteen years of age, as all over 
this age who can be spared have already responded to the eall of 
the nation. The short courses, which are from two to three 
weeks in length, commence on the last week in November ana 
continue until the end of March. The shortage of help has led 
many farmers to make all possible use of the gas engine as a 
labor saver on the farm; consequently considerable attention is 
given to this phase of the work, and a whole car-load of equip- 
ment, very generously loaned by the various gas engine firms, 
is taken to each course. The strictly agricultural subjects are 
live stock, field crops, dairying, poultry raising, gardening, and 
bee-keeping. 


For the women, classes in dressmaking, millinery, cookery, 
home nursing, and canning are provided. 


A one week short course was also provided for the Normal 
School students at Brandon and Portage la Prairie, and a two 
weeks course in cereal crops was conducted by the Field Hus- 
bandry Department of the College at Brandon, and first year 
standing in the Agricultural College was granted to those stu- 
dents who successfully completed the work. At this course 
four girls were in attendance and made a very creditable show- 
ing; in fact, one of the girls headed the list. 


In the eight courses held prior to date of writing this the 
average attendance for each course has been 50 men and 45 
women. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


During the year the most extensive work was done along 
home economics lines in the history of the Province. Seven 
special lecturers and demonstrators devoted all of their time to 
this work, and at particularly busy seasons additional help was 
obtained. For the most part, the one week’s short course was 
held, and one of the following subjects taken :—Dressmaking, 
millinery, cookery, home nursing or vegetable canning. Local 
arrangements were usually made by the Home EHconomics 
Society, which also paid all local expenses, such as hall rent, 
lighting and advertising, while the Department supplied instruc- 
tors and paid their living and travelling expenses. Two ses- 
sions of from two and a half to three hours were held each day, 
and the attendance at each class ranged from twenty to thirty.

In addition to these general lectures and demonstrations, 
each of the one hundred Home Economics Societies has held 
from six to a dozen meetings, with an average attendance rang- 
ing from a dozen at some of the meetings of the smaller societies 
to fifty or sixty at those of larger societies. At these meetings 
various members of the local society read papers and deliver 
addresses on interesting and helpful topics. The subjects dis- 
cussed include such as school sanitation, civic improvement, the 
establishment of libraries, medical inspection, legislation, and 
the large number of problems relating to better homes and better 
living. 


However, as was the case last year, the principal endeavor 
of all the societies is to provide material for the Red Cross 
Society and other patriotic organizations, and many thousands 
of dollars have been raised by various means and forwarded to 
be used on behalf of the nation. 
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AGRICULTURE AND IMMIGRATION 
LIBRARIES 


The long winter evenings in Manitoba afford the farmer 
and his family a splendid opportunity for reading, and of late 
the desire to establish libraries has become very pronounced, 
and the Department of Agriculture is making an effort to meet 
the need. The experience of the older provinces shows that 
public libraries in the rural districts have their ups and downs, 
and unless there is a central energizing force, interest is apt at 
times to dwindle. On this account it is believed that what is 
known as the exchange library will prove most satisfactory. 

By this plan a local organization raises from $25.00 to $50.00 
for books, and this is supplemented by an equal amount from the 
Department of Agriculture, which also co-operates with the local 
organization in selecting the books. In July this library is sent 
in to the Agricultural College, and a similar library from an- 
other part of the Province is sent to take its place. An entirely 
new lot of books coming in at the beginning of September gives 
an impetus to reading that continues throughout the winter. 


AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES 


The past year has been a critical one for the agricultural 
societies of the Province. Hundreds of the younger and more 
active members have responded to the eall of the Empire. Hun- 
dreds of others have been withdrawn from farming districts to 
serve in the armies of our country; consequently help was ex- 
tremely scarce throughout the entire vear. This scarcity of help 
obliged many of the stock raisers to reduce the numbers of their 
herds. It prevented many of the usually leading exhibitors at 
the fairs getting their stock into the usual condition for exhibi- 
tion or of getting those that were in condition out to the fair. 
As a consequence, there was a considerable falling off in the 
number of entries in all the live stock classes. 


The majority of the societies were favored with good 
weather for the annual fair, and the attendance was good, even 
though the number of exhibits in almost all classes was far 
below normal. A first glance at the grounds in the afternoon 
would lead one to imagine that an automobile show was being 
held. In fact, the automobile seems to have taken the place of 
the light horse, and it will be the work of future directors to 
encourage some other branch of agriculture to take the place of 
light horse breeding. 

As in previous years, the Clydesdale entries were nearly 
as large as those of all the other horse breeds put together; yet 
the prize lists did not always take this into consideration. In 
the cattle classes the Shorthorns almost equal all the others put 
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together, but Holsteins, Jerseys and Aberdeen-Angus were also 
in evidence. If fair exhibits may be taken as a guide to the live 
stock situation, Clydesdales and Shorthorns are the premier 
breeds, and all other classes put together scarcely a good second. 
The sheep and swine classes were also fewer than usual. 


A feature complained of by the judges at many fairs was 
that it was not possible to do good work in judging the cattle 
classes because the animals were not led into the ring or placed 
together so that proper comparisons could be made. At only a 
very few fairs was: a live stock parade staged or judging com- 
petitions provided for the boys. 


As the sheet on page 156 will show, the first Manitoba 
fairs were held before the advent of electric light in Winnipeg, 
or even in Toronto; yet if some of the early presidents and seere- 
taries, like W. H. Holland of Swan Lake, Jos. Duthie of Hart- 
ney, or J. B. Gilroy of Macgregor, would compare the early fairs 
with those held at present, the advantages would probably be 
with the early fairs, which goes to show that agricultural society 
fairs have not kept pace with progress in other lines of effort. 
Undoubtedly a change must come if the agricultural society is 
to retain its favored place in the minds of the public, and it 
would seem that these changes must of necessity be along the 
lines of giving more prominence to the educational features of 
agriculture. ; 


During the year there was a falling off in the other legiti- 
mate activities of the agricultural societies, such as the standing 
crop competitions, seed grain fairs, plowing matches and good 
farming competitions. The institute meeting is entirely a back 
number, as only three societies held meetings on their own initia- 
tive, although, as the Act now stands, at least six meetings 
should have been held; and I believe that if half a dozen meet- 
ings had been arranged at school houses some distance from the 
town, considerable interest would have been aroused, as Mani- 
toba has now a large number of farmers who are able to discuss 
matters pertaining to agriculture in an instructive and interest- 
ing manner. 


The partial failure of the wheat crop is responsible, no 
doubt, for the falling off in the number of seed grain fairs; yet 
no less than twenty-four societies held seed grain fairs, and 
held dressed poultry shows, to most of which two judges were 
sent. 

The following societies held seed grain fairs:—Elgin, Bin- 
seartn, Headingly, Warren, Woodlands, Stonewall, Birtle, Rus- 
sell, Rossburn, Hartney, McCreary, Kelwood, Gilbert Plains, 
Roblin, Deloraine, Oak River, Rivers, Swan Lake, Boissevain, 
Neepawa and Swan River. All of these held poultry shows, and, 
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Students representing Manitoba Agricultural High Schools engaged in Seed 
Judging Competition at Manitoba Agricultural College during Farmers’ 
Week. Three of these boys came from Roblin, three from Stonewall, 
and three from Holland. 


in addition, Brandon, Portage la Prairie, Miami, Giroux, Lang- 
ruth and Killarney. 


Two new societies were organized, namely, Langruth and 
Selkirk. The latter is really an old society which has been 
hibernating, as for a number of years Selkirk held successful 
fairs, and, if this year’s fair can be taken as an example, it is 
now very much alive. 


Practically all of the agricultural short courses were held in 
co-operation with the agricultural societies, and this form of 
co-operation seems to be the one destined to be of the greatest 
service to the community, and a rapidly increasing number of 
the societies are taking advantage of this division of agricul- 
tural college extension.

LANTERN LECTURES 


Lantern slides, in groups of 50, have been prepared on 
several subjects, such as dairy cattle, beef cattle, horses, sheep, 
swine, bees, weeds, birds, flowers, boys’ and girls’ clubs, ete. 
A typewritten lecture on the set of slides accompanies each box 
or is sent forward a few days before the slides. Many schools 
and other organizations now have good lanterns, and these 
slides prove of great interest. 


GENERAL LECTURE WORK 


During the year the demand for individual lectures was not 
very large, and practically all of them have been taken care of 
by the regular College staff. However, now that local organiz- 
ations are better informed on the subjects on which speakers 
are available, the demand will, during the coming year, be very 
materially increased. Extension Bulletin No. 8 gives a full list 
of speakers and subjects, and the annual report of the Agricul- 
tural College gives in greater detail the various phases of exten- 
sion work. 


Credit must be extended to the President and the members 
of the regular staff of the Agricultural College for their readi- 
ness to assist in all forms of extension work.

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Report of Manitoba Live Stock 
Associations 


To tHE HonorasLe THE MinisteR OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IMMIGRATION, 
Winnipeg. 


Sir,—As acting-secretary of the Live Stock Associations of 
Manitoba, I herewith submit the annual report of the Associa- 
tions for 1916. 


On account of ill health, Mr. G. H. Greig, secretary, was 
unable to attend to the business of the Associations during the 
past summer, and at the request of the executive [ assumed the 
work of secretaryship, temporarily, in November, to enable Mr. 
Greig to regain his health in a warmer climate. The Associa- 
tions, therefore, have not been as active during the past year 
as they otherwise might have been. 


The principal feature of the year’s work was the tenth 
annual bull sale, held at Brandon in March, under the auspices 
of the Cattle Breeders’ Association. Animals to the number 
of 79 were catalogued, 63 of which went through the sale ring. 
The highest priced animal this year was sold to a Manitoba 
buyer for $630.00. As the result of the sale, a balance of $64.61 
stands to the credit of the Association. 


It is gratifying to note that the memberships of the Asso- 
ciations are well maintained, 316 being the total number for 
1916, compared with 313 for 1915. Fimancial statements for 
each Association are also herewith submitted. 

-- Live stock production in Manitoba has labored under 
several handicaps. The scarcity of labor is one, and the high 
price of grains is another. These have operated to lessen the 
numbers of stock prepared for market or bred for increase. 
But, notwithstanding these handicaps, the gross receipts from 
live stock have been very satisfactory. Broadly speaking, there 
has been a reduction in the number of hogs raised, but an in- 
crease in the numbers of cattle and sheep. As for horses, we 
shall not know just how our balance stands until census returns 
are compiled, but the general opinion is that horse production 
is less than in some other years. It would appear that hog and 
horse raising have declined because such stock take consider- 
able quantities of grain, and that cattle and sheep production 
has increased because of a realization of the need of live stock 
on farms, and that such stock are fed largely upon straw, grass 
and hay, which are either waste or require little labor to produce.

The 
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Cattle raising, however, has been adversely affected in one 
branch—that of numbers of dairy cows. ‘The scarcity of labor 
and the high price of grains has made it increasingly difficult 
to operate dairy herds, with the result that there have been 
numerous sales of specialized dairy herds. These cows, it is 
gratifying to note, have largely gone to farmers who are not 
specializing to a marked extent, so that ultimately there may not 
be as great a decrease as at first appears in the total number of 
cows being milked. Certainly, the output of dairy products 
would indicate that, in the total, production is being maintained. 

Naturally, the trend of production of commercial stock has 
been reflected in the trade in pure-bred animals. Breeders of 
beef cattle and sheep are enjoying an active demand for their 
stock, while dairy cattle sell steadily at prices commensurate 
with the value of feeds. Hog breeders’ trade has improved in 
1916 over 1915, and inquiry for breeding stock is, while not 
active, at least healthy. The trade in pure-bred horses is some- 
what in eclipse as compared with that of the ten-year period 
preceding 1912. 

The state of live stock production is well reflected in the 
market receipts at Winnipeg, which in reality is the only large 
wholesale market for Manitoba stock. The following table 
shows the receipts of cattle, sheep, and hogs from Manitoba 
points for 1915, and up to December 31st, 1916 :—

Sir,—I beg herewith to submit a brief report of the activi- 
ties of the Association for the year 1916. The year just closed 
has been a very successful one from a horticultural standpoint. 
The abundance of rain during the growing season brought all 
classes of horticultural products to a high state of perfection. 
All classes of fruits, both wild and domestic, fruited heavily; 
vegetables of all classes were of good quality and produced 
abundant yield, and flowering plants, both perennial and annual, 
produced an abundance of luxuriant bloom. Gardeners were 
amply rewarded for every effort which they expended. 

The Association, during the year, made fairly satisfactory 
progress. The annual meeting, which was held at the Agricul- 
tural College on February 17th and 18th, 1916, was, from the 
standpoint of the high order of the addresses and discussions, 
and the interest taken, a decided success. ‘These annual meet- 
ings undoubtedly do much to stimulate an interest in horticul- 
ture and contribute largely to the sum total of Western 
horticultural literature. Practically all the papers and addresses 
given at this convention have been printed and distributed 
through the monthly publication of the Association. 

A word of commendation should be said of the excellent 
work done in the interests of the Association by the editor of 
the Manitoba Horticulturist, Mr. George Batho. He has been 
untiring in his efforts toward making our monthly publication a 
success and a valuable asset to Western horticulture.
